Art. 8. To hear and act upon the reports of the town officers 
and committees heretofore appointed by the town. 


Voted, That the reports of the town officers and committees as 
printed be received. 


Voted, That the Moderator appoint a committee of five (5) citi- 
zens to examine into and report to the town, at any. future town 
meeting, the advisability of having one clerk or secretary for all the 
boards, commissions or committees of the town, together with any 
recommendations, which in the opinion of the committee, are neces- 
sary for that purpose. 


Committee: Ralph E. Joslin, Wm. C. Newell, Nathan H. Taylor, 
Arthur E. Whitney, Joseph J. Todd. 


Voted, That a committee of five be appointed by the moderator 
to consider the advisability of consolidating the duties of some of 
the minor elected and appointed town officers and appointees of 
town boards and committees, so far as such consolidation can be 
accomplished without injury to the service and yet be a saving of 
expense to the town; said committee to report at this or ata 
future town meeting, either in print or verbally.

Voted, That the Town of Winchester employ a civil engineer, to 
be chosen by the members of the following boards, viz: Selectmen, 
water, sewer, park, cemetery and assessors, acting jointly the expense 
incurred to be charged to highways and bridges account, each of the 
other departments to reimburse the highway department for its pro- 
portional part of the total engineering expenses, the amount of said 
proportional part to be determined by the joint committee; said 
appointed engineer shall have charge of all plans and of the entire 
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engineering work of the town under the direction of the above 
mentioned boards. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, under 
the direction of the Selectmen, to borrow money in anticipation of 
taxes. 


Voted, ‘That for the purpose of procuring a temporary loan to 
and for the use of the Town of Winchester in anticipation of the 
taxes of the present municipal year, the Town Treasurer is hereby 
authorized and directed to borrow from time to time, under the di- 
rection of the Selectmen, a sum or sums in the aggregate amounting 
to fifty thousand dollars, and to execute and deliver the note or 
notes of the Town therefor, payable within one year from the time 
_ the loan is made. 


All debts incurred by a loan or loans to the Town under this 
order shall be paid from the taxes of the present municipal year. 


ART. 5. To see what provision the Town will make for the pay- 
ment of the notes and bonds of the Town coming due the current 
year, and make an appropriation therefor. 


Voted, That $31,500 be assessed upon the estates and polls of 
the Town for the purpose of paying the notes and bonds of the 
Town becoming due in the year 1903. 


Art. 6. To see if the Town will fix the number of Measurers of 
Wood and Bark and delegate the appointment of the same to the 
Selectmen. 


Voted, That the number of Measurers of Wood and Bark be and 
hereby is fixed at not more than five persons, and that the appoint- 
ment of the same be and is hereby delegated to the Selectmen for 
the present year and to April 1, 1904. 


Arr. 7. To see what sums of money the Town will raise and 
appropriate to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensuing 
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year, and especially for any of the following purposes, and determine 
through whom the same shall be expended :

Voted, That $7,191 be assessed upon the estates and polls of 
the Town and appropriated for payment of Interest; that $12,375 
be transferred from Water Rates to Interest Account; that $1,209 
be transferred from Public Playground Account to Interest Account. 


Highways and Bridges: 


Voted, That $14,000 be assessed upon the estates and polls of 
the Town for Highways and Bridges; that $1,000 be transferred 
from Highland Avenue Extension Account to Highways and Bridges, 
and that the total amount of $15,000 be appropriated for Highways 
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and Bridges, the same to be expended under the direction of the 
Board of Selectmen, acting as Highway Surveyors. 


Street Lights : 


Voted, That $7,500 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated for Street Lights, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Incidental Expenses : 


Voted, ‘That $4,000 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated for Incidentals, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Police: 


Voted, ‘That $5,500 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated for maintenance of the Police Department, 
the same to be expended under tne direction of the Board of Select- 
men. 


Town Hall: 


Voted, That $2,000 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town, and this with the receipts from rentals be appropriated for 
maintenance of the Town Hall Building, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


Fire Department : 


Voted, That $7,500 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated for the Fire Department, to be expended 
under the direction of the Board of Fire Engineers. 


Fire Engine: 


Voted, That $3,200 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
town and appropriated for repairing the fire engine, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the Board of Fire Engineers.

Schools : 


Voted, That $2,469.29 be transferred from Bank Tax to the 
Support of Schools and the sum of $14,925.58 be transferred from 
Corporation Tax to the Support of Schools and that $27,605.13 be 
assessed upon the estates and polls of the Town and that the total 
amount of $45,000 be appropriated for Support of Schools, the same 
to be expended under the direction of the School Committee. 


Library : 


Voted, That $1,500 be assessed upon the estates and polls of 
the town, and that this sum, together with the dog tax, be appro- 
priated for the maintenance of the library, to be expended under 
the direction of the trustees of the public library. 


Common and Public Plots: 


Voted, That $350 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
town and appropriated for common and public plots, the same to be 
expended under the direction of the park commissioners. 


Cemetery Maintenance : 


Voted, That $1,200 be assessed upon the estates and polls of 
the Town and appropriated for Cemetery Maintenance, the same to 
be expended under the direction of the Cemetery Commissioners. 


Shade Trees : 


Voted, That the accounts now styled “Tree Warden” and “In- 
sect Pest Extermination,” be known and called in the future one 
account, as follows: 


‘Shade Trees and Insect Pest Extermination.” 


That $35.39 be transferred from Tree Warden Account to Shade 
Trees and Insect Pest Extermination Account. That $93.11 be 
transferred from Insect Pest Extermination “Account to Shade. 
Trees and Insect Pest Extermination Account. That. the 
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sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000) be appropriated for Shade 
Trees and Insect Pest Extermination, said sum to be assessed upon 
the estates and polls of the Town and to be expended under the 
direction of the Tree Warden. 


Poor Department : 


Voted, That $4,000 be assessed upon the estates and polls of 
the Town and appropriated for Support of Poor, the same to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the Overseers of the Poor. 


Board of Health: 


Voted, That twenty-seven hundred and fifty dollars ($2750) be 
assessed upon the polls and estates of the town and appropriated for 
the board of health, the same to be expended under the direction 
of the board of health, and it is recommended that seven hundred and 


fifty dollars ($750), or as much of that sum as may be necessary, be 


expended by said boacd of health for the payment of bills for phy$i- 
cian’s services, services of nurses and for medicines employed in the 
treatment of the case of George F. Lynch, smallpox patient during 
the year 1902. | 


Soldiers’ Relief : 


Voted, That $50 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated for Soldiers’ Relief, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Selectmen. 


Water Works Maintenance : 


Voted, That $6000 be transferred from Water Rates to Water 
Department Maintenance, the same to be expended under the direc- 
tion of the Water Board. 


Water Works Construction: 


Voted, ‘That $1000 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated to Water Department Construction ; that 
the balance of Water rates not otherwise appropriated be transferred 
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to Water Department Construction, the same to be expended under 
the direction of the Water Board. 


Salaries of Town Officers: 


Voted, That $4,050 be assessed upon the estates and polls of the 
Town and appropriated for the salaries of Town Officers, the same 
to be expended as follows :

FIFTY-FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SELECTMEN. 


STREETS. 


Upon December 31, 1903, there were eighty-five accepted streets, 
six accepted part way, one State highway, one Parkway, and fifty- 
five unaccepted streets within the limits of Winchester. ‘Thirteen 
lineal miles of streets are macadamized. We recommend that the 
greater part of the appropriation available for street work next year be 
expended upon the side streets and sidewalks, believing the time has 
come to devote especial attention to this much-needed and delayed 
work, and to expend upon the main streets only what may be neces- 
sary to put them in proper repair, as nearly all of them are now 
macadamized. 


NEw STREETS. 


Mason street, Wolcott road, Salem street, and Euclid avenue have 
been accepted by the town this year and we have a number of peti- 
tions for layouts of streets still unacted upon, although some hear- 
ings and views have been had. Street layouts are the most perplex- 
ing questions we have to deal with. 


BRIDGES. 


As it was not possible to sell the bonds, Bacon street bridge has ~ 
not been built, but we believe that as soon as the money is available 
we will be in a position to go ahead on this project with the County 
and Metropolitan Park Boards in a satisfactory manner. Action on 
the Main street bridge, at Whitney’s mill, and adjoining street, 
awaits the appropriation of money by the town for that purpose. 
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When the northerly end of Manchester Field is completed the ~ 
Walnut street bridge should have attention. Lake street bridge 
will have to be strengthened when the town yard on Linden street 
is ready for use, so as to carry the steam road roller. A new iron 
fence should be built on the Pleasant street bridge. 


The bridge over the stream on Main street, between. Vine and 
Lake streets, was not widened when the street was several years ago, 
and when the town can afford it, should be widened out to conform 
to the rest of the street as it looks badly as it is. 


SPECIAL SURFACE DRAINAGE WORK. 


None of the work planned has been done this year as the bonds 
could not be sold, but it will be as soon as the money is available. 


STREET SIGNS AND GUIDE BOARDS. 


Twenty-seven street signs and guide boards have been erected the 
past year and about a like number should be erected next year. 
They add much more than their cost to the appearance and conven- 
ience of the town. | 


STREET LIGHTING. 


A contract was made with the Woburn Light, Heat and Power 
Co., July Ist., for three years, for lighting the streets at $15.00 for 
incandescents and $75.00 for arc lights per year, on moonlight 
schedule basis ; lights to be on till 12.30 night, and six arcs and one 
incandescent about the centre to be on all night and every night at 
same price. This contract was assigned to the Edison Company 
December 28, by authority of the town. 


The increase of the appropriation ($500.00) has been expended 
on new lights, and this board has departed from the policy of the 
past by putting lights on unaccepted streets, seeing no good reason 
for not so doing. There are 47 arcs and 220 incandescent lights now 
installed and the town is pretty well lighted. 


The conduct of the Street Department under Superintendent 
Spates, is eminently satisfactory and its work the envy of surrounding 
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municipalities. Full details of the work of this department will be 
found in the Superintendent’s and Engineer’s reports, which we urge 
the citizens to read. 


Town Hai BuILpING. 


Considerable repairing has been done upon this building this year 
and a like amount should be spent next year. The town offices have 
not been rearranged yet, but should be, and the Treasurer’s and 
Collector’s offices placed upon the first floor for the conven- 
lence of the public. We recommend that the board be given au- 
thority to extend the grounds upon the westerly and southerly sides. 


PoLicE DEPARTMENT. 


Chief McIntosh and his patrolmen have handled their work well 
and beena credit to the town. 

The only suggestion we have to make is the desirability of having 
an officer always in the station to respond to telephone calls. This 
would necessitate another officer. 


INSURANCE. 


The question of insuring town property having been left to the 
Selectmen we have insured the own Hall building, New High School 
house, Town Library contents and Linden street lot dwelling house, 
and have practically decided not to renew insurance on most of the 
other town buildings. Much work has been done towards securing 
a lower rate on town property and with good chances of success. 
Fire insurance and fire protection is almost wholly a business propo- 
sition and many believe the town can afford to take the risk as well 
as the insurance company. , 


Law DEPARTMENT. 


We have settled the suits of Messrs. Folsom, Herrick and Lufkin 
on Highland avenue extension account out of court. 

A verdict of $2250.00 against the Town in the Cassidy Tort case 
has been set aside by the court and is again open for trial. 
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The Richards suit for damages claimed to have been caused by 
steam roller scaring horse on Forest street was settled for $425.00. 

In the Newell case for damages claimed to have been caused by 
defect in Main street verdict was for the Town. 


Suit has been entered against the Boston and Northern Street 
Railway Co. to enforce conditions of location. 


For other cases pending see Town Counsel’s report. 


Pusitic SERVICE CORPORATIONS. 


The Boston and Maine R. R. Co. has agreed to build a new cross- 
ing house at the Centre to be used by it and the Street Railway 
Company. 

The Woburn L. H. and P. Co. passed into the hands of the 
Edison Company January first. 


We have had a conference with the Arlington Gas Light Co. in 
regard to the price of gas and they said they hoped in the near 
future to reduce the price, but could not say how much. The board 
has authority to carry the matter to the Gas and Electric Light 
Commissioners. 3 


The Street Railway service on the Woburn and Medford line has 
been satisfactory. For about a month in the Fall, on the Reading 
and Arlington line, the service was badly crippled by the running of 
two instead of four motor cars on slippery rails, and this winter cars 
have been badly off time. 


We have requested that telephones and block signals be installed 
upon this line, but the company says it considers them unnecessary. 
Speed conditions, required now by law, were established as fol- 
lows: between Stoneham line and Highland avenue, Arlington 
line and Church street, Medford line and Symmes corner, not to 
exceed a rate of a mile in four minutes and on the other parts of the 
lines in five minutes, but the Railroad Commissioners made the 
speed rate not to exceed fifteen miles per hour throughout the town. 
We have made considerable effort to have the Woburn and Medford 
line cars run through to Sullivan Square Elevated Station but as yet 
without success. 
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A great amount of work has been done in the replacing of poo 
poles and the consolidation of wires and the Inspector of Wires, 
who deserves credit for his efforts, expects to accomplish more in 
the near future. 


After considerable investigation we believe that round chestnut 
poles are preferable to squared hard pine poles. They last much 
longer, are safer, and if of good shape and kept painted, look better 
upon residential streets and as well upon business streets. 


MATTERS ESPECIALLY REFERRED. 


Wedge Pond Way.—We hope to make a report to the annual 
town meeting. 


The foot bridge at the westerly end of Mystic avenue has been 
removed, the new parkway bridge just south making it unnecessary. 


The strip of land extending from Washington to Main street on 
the parkway and adjoining the Howe lot, containing 18,090 feet -of 
land has been acquired by the town from the Commonwealth for 
$500.00,

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER. 


January 1, 1904. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN—The work done by the Town Engineer during the 
year just passed has been similarin character to that done year- 
ly since the establishment of the office. The work done for the 
Highway Dept. has been less than that done in 1902 and has con-. 
sisted largely in giving lines and grades for those streets which were 
rebuilt this year, Wildwood and Swanton streets and Sheffield Road. 

Grade was set for Wildwood street from a point near its junction 
with Fletcher street to a point near the house of Mr. Goodwin, a 
distance of about two thousand and seventy-five feet. Grade was 
also given for a short piece of ten inch drain laid to carry off sur- 
face water from the low point near Fletcher street. On Swanton 
street grade was given for the new street work from the point where 
work was discontinued in 1902, néar the bridge over the river, to 
the bridge over the railroad near Main street. Grade was set for 
work done on Sheffield Road from Ailsworth avenue to Everett ave- 
nue. On Clematis street grade was set for four hundred feet to 
govern work done on the sidewalk of that street. Lines and grades 
have been given for many other short pieces of work or upon request 
of citizens to have lines and grades defined so that they might 
properly grade their lots or to guide them in making other improve- 
ments upon their property. 

Grades should be established on all streets where no grade line 
has already been established. Sidewalks are frequently laid down 
of tar, concrete or some other material meant to be permanent with- 
out regard to the established grade, or to grade which is likely to be 
established, with the result that the appearance of the street is bad, 
and remains so for a long time until a proper grade is set and side- 
walks and street built to conform to that grade. 
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It is not always necessary to have the grade for the street the 
same as that for the sidewalks, or the grade for one sidewalk the same 
as the grade for the other, but conditions which are fixed and un- 
changeable without spending considerable money should govern us 
in establishing grades for streets to arrive at the best results. Pro- 
files of most of the streets in town are on file in this office and those 
which are not at hand can be easily obtained, so that the work of 
fixing a grade for any street is not very great. 


Stone bounds have been set to mark the corners and changes in 
_ direction of the lines of Euclid avenue and Salem, Mason, Fletcher 
and Sanborn streets. here are many streets in town which are not 
so marked and cause a great deal of work when the town officers or 
citizens desire to know for any reason where the lines are. ‘This 
work should be taken up and bounds set as soon as possible and the 
work continued until all streets are plainly defined. 


Plans have been prepared and grade given for curb stones set at 
one corner of Everett avenue and Sheffield road and for one corner 
of Church and Fletcher streets. 


The appearance of these corners has been greatly improved and it 
would seem that it would be well to set curbs at many other corners 
of streets when the result is so good. All curb stones laid to date 
have been of granite stone, costing.a fixed price at the quarry, to 
which the charge for freight is added, the cost of teaming from the 
freight yard and handling them and the cost of placing in the 
ground. 

In Western and Southern cities and towns, curbing is laid made 
of portland cement and broken stone and from all I am able to learn 
the result is satisfactory. I am aware that good stone for curbing 
is not easily obtainable in those sections, whereas, it is very plenti- 
ful in this vicinity, but it seems to me that it would be good judg- 
ment to try the experiment of laying curbing made of cement con- 
crete to ascertain whether the use of such curbing is practicable 
or not. We know that permanent walks are made of cement con- 
crete and there is no question about their durability if the foundation 
is properly prepared and we ought to see what the result will be in 
curbing of the same material.

| 
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Plans have been made showing lines of Canal street and Glen 
road for use in street bearings and are on file in this office. 


Practically no drainage work has been done this year for reasons 
known to your board, but the necessity exists now as it did when 
these drainage projects were brought forward. 


Mr. E. D. Fletcher, the former Town Engineer, covered many 
places and sections in his last report, where drainage is absolutely 
necessary at times for the comfortable and safe passage of vehicles 
and pedestrians. 

The most notable instance of this kind is in Cross street at the 
Winchester Highland station of the B. & M.R. R. when the surface 
water is at times two or three feet deep. In addition to what Mr. 
Fletcher has proposed, I wish to suggest that the drainage of the 
streets leading to the Rumford school be improved either by laying 
pipe drains or by the grading of streets so that the water may be 
carried off and the children passing over those streets to school may 
do so without having to pass through mud and water. ‘There are 
already two catch basins on Richardson street, but these can be con- 
sidered only as temporary expedients. | 


The Sewer Department has found by experience that tree roots 
enter the sewers on streets where there are shade trees, and has 
found that constant watchfulness and care must be taken to prevent 
the growth of roots which will in time fill the pipes and cause stop- 
page. 

The sewers were carefully laid and each joint was made with 
cement carefully packed into the bell of the pipe, but yet, roots 
have entered and caused the expenditure of considerable money 
yearly for their removal. : 


I know of no reason why tree roots should not enter our surface 
water drains which are laid generally in or near the gutters and have 
not been as carefully laid as have the sewers. I would suggest that 
an inspection be made to see if there are roots in the drains and if 
they are found to be there, that they be removed by pulling steel 
brushes through them, and also that scrapers be used to remove sand 
which must have entered the drains and stays there and, of course, 
diminishes the capacity of the drain pipes. 
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A report has already been made by Mr. Fletcher on the condi- 
tion of the Bacon street bridge and a sketch submitted for a pro- 
posed new bridge to have stone abutments and a concrete and steel 
arch. ‘The engineer employed by the commissioners of this county 
and myself have inspected this bridge and found that there are sev- 
eral of the granite flag stones which cover the arches, broken on the 
up stream end, and the breaking of these stones has caused the 
northerly end to settle and weakened it. 


SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


The detail of work done by and for the department is contained 
in a separate report to the Sewer Commissioners. 

As the work of construction and all engineering for sewer work 
comes under my personal supervision, | am forced to spend over 
half of my time on this branch of town work. Preparing all assess- 
ments of sewer betterments is done in this office by me and all 
records and plans of the department are in the possession of the 
town engineer. Plans and profiles of work done this year on this 
work will be made during the winter, and all houses which have been 
connected with the sewerage system will be plotted on the plans and 
all connections shown. More work will probably be done during 
1904 than was done in 1903. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 


The plan of the Board of Water Commissioners to extend the 
public water service to the Myopia Hill district and all the territory 
lying along the range of hills in the westerly part of Winchester, has 
been carried into effect by the erection of a pumping plant and stand 
pipe and connecting them with the necessary pipes. 

Mr. Freeman C. Coffin of Boston, was the engineer of this work, 
he furnishing the plans and specifications and exercising general 
supervision over the whole undertaking, but there was a large 
amount of preliminary work to be done before actual work was_be- 
gun on the ground. 

Contour plans were made of proposed sites for the pumping plant 
and lines were run and cross section plan made through private 
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land along the line leading to the site of the stand pipe. These 
plans were submitted to Mr. Coffin and plans, contract and specifi- 
cations were drawn from information contained in them. 

When the work was ready to be started, copies of these plans 
and specifications were sent to the town engineer and the work was 
placed in his charge. 

Grades were given for the pipe laying, earth and rock excavation 
- was measured, profiles of trenches for pipes were made, and the 
length of pipe laid was measured and recorded, and these figures 
and facts made the basis upon which Pape were made for the 


work done. 
I was unable to give as much time as should have been given to 


this work, owing to the fact that the greater part of the work done 
this year by the Sewer Department was done at the time this water 
works extension was going on, and because I did not have an assist- 
ant capable of doing either the sewer or water work. 

An inspector was sent from Mr. Coffin’s office and stayed on the 
work about a month until the stand pipe foundation was completed 
and the greater part of the work on the pumping plant was done. 
There yet remains some grading work to be done around the stand- 
pipe foundation and alittle work to be done on the pumping 


station which was not finished owing to cold weather. Hvydrants 
and gates have been tied in and these, with the pipes will be plotted 
on the plans later. 

Other work has been done for the Water Department, giving street 
lines, tieing in gates, hydrants, etc. in other parts of the town where 
the department has done work this year. 


ScHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


The town engineer has done a small amount of work for this 
department this year, principally making a survey of the lot on 
which the new high school building stands and setting bounds to 
mark the division line between the school grounds and the adjoining, 
properties. 

The work of grading the grounds was under the direct charge of 
the building committee and was done from plans made by Mr. D. 
W. Pratt. 
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ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


At the beginning of this year the plans in the possession of the 
Assessors consisted of a miscellaneous collection of all sizes and 
shapes, a few of them being up to date and the rest being, for the 
most part, old plans made years ago and showing very little of the 
subdivisions into which land has been divided since the plans were 
made. 

This collection of plans has since been mounted on cloth and 
placed in books made for the purpose of holding them and are now 
in the office of the Assessors. 


This method of treating the plans does not improve them very 
- materially but it possesses the virtue of making them less likely to be 
torn and worn out so easily and keeps them where they can be easi- 
ly gotten at when wanted for any purpose. ‘The need of a compre- 
hensive system of plans covering the whole town is very apparent to 
all who have given any thought to the subject and a set of plans em- 
bracing all land within the limits of the town has been started and 
some work done upon it. 


The survey made some few years ago under the direction of the 
Water Board and Sewerage Commissioners, has been taken as a_ba- 
sis for this new set of plans. The plans have been made a uniform 
size, thirty-three inches long and twenty-one inches wide, and are 
intended to embrace all the land and buildings lying between two or 
more streets, as mach territory being shown on each plan as can be 
readily embraced in a plan of this size. All the plans, seventy-two in 
number, have been made on a scale of forty feet to an inch and 
have been traced this year from the plans made at the time the 
above mentioned survey was made. 


The work has progressed so far as showing division lines of prop- 
erty and all streets in the thickly settled parts of the town. Areas 
and buildings have been put on some of them but the plans as a 
whole are far from completion. 


There are not many plans in possession of the town which show prop- 
erty and buildings in the outlying districts and surveys must be made 
to get this information unless owners of land in those sections have 
plans and will loan them to the town, so that copies may be made. 
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Plans showing land in all parts of the town are continually com- 
ing to this office and copies are made before they are returned to — 
their owners. 

All persons having plans of land in Winchester should be willing 
to loan them to the town and all such plans should be obtained 
either by advertising for them in the local papers or by personal in- 
terviews with the owners. 

As soon as this system of plans is completed, blue prints should 
be made of them and given to the Assessors and the originals 
kept in the Engineer’s office. 

If any changes are made at any time in any plan by the sale of 
the whole or part of any particular piece of land, the correction can 
be made on the original and a new blue print made and given to 
the Assessors and the old blue print received from them and then 
destroyed. The plans should be numbered consecutively, each one 
joining the next one to it in proper order by streets and a card in- 
dex made of all land shown on each plan. 

The work of completing this set of plans should be carried for- 
ward as rapidly as possible so that they may be used by the Asses- 
sors in their work in the spring. 


CEMETERY DEPARTMENT. 


The engineer has done such work for this department as was re- 
quired of him in staking lines for walks, paths, and lot corners. A 
plan has been made showing land purchased by the town in March 
of this year for an addition to the cemetery. 


SPECIAL COMMITTEES. 


Work has been done for special town committees as required. 
Surveys and plans have been made of various pieces of land under 
consideration as a suitable site fora town stable and yard, by the 
committee having this matter in charge. Other work of the same 
character has been performed for the committee appointed to investi- 
gate the subject of increased fire protection on the West side, and 
for the committee on town ledge. 
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REMARKS. 


In presenting this report, I have endeavored to set forth the facts 
as to the principal features of the work of the year just past and 
have written little of things which may be done in 1904. 

The report of the engineer for 1902 contains much which should 
be done but which has not yet been accomplished and I have not 
thought it necessary to go into matters contained in that report 
although believing thoroughly in all the matters suggested or recom- 
mended. 

Mr. E. D. Fletcher, who was town engineer in the early part of 
the year, resigned in April, and I was appointed to the place, my 
term of office beginning on May 1. 

For several years previous to 1903, the work of the Sewer depart- 
mentand a part of the engineering work of the other departments 
was done by Mr. Fletcher and myself and there was plenty of work 
to keep both of us busy. | 

Since May 1, I have had to do the work alone, having no assistant 
the greater part of the time, and the remaining part having a boy, 
who attends the highschool, to assist me. The boy has worked with 
me during the summer vacation of the schools and has assisted me 
a part of each afternoon and each Saturday. I have tried to 
arrange my work so that the field work could be done when I had 
the services of the boy, but even then, I have been behind time in a 
great deal of my work. I have had to neglect, to a certain extent, 
a part of my workas superintendent of sewers, but I have been 
fortunate in having a good foreman to assist me in attending to the 
work of that department. 

I have also had the inspection of poles and wires placedin my 
charge and have found that considerable time is necessary to properly 
do this work which has been neglected in the past as shown by the 
large number of poles found to be defective and unsafe. 

The work which the town engineer is called upon to do is con- 
stantly increasing and is likely to increase from year to year. 

In view of this fact, he should be given one or more assistants to 
be employed steadily and there is no question but that there will be 
sufficient work to keep them steadily employed. A young man can be 
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hired for two dollars per day who is competent to use a transit and 
do work in the office, to become familiar with the plans and records - 
there and give information to persons having occasion to consult any 
of the plans we have. 

If the work planned for last year, but which was not done, is car- 
ried out this year, there will be more work, at times, than the en- 
gineer and one assistant can do. | 

I recommend the employment of one man to be paid twelve dol- 
lars per week for the year 1904. 

The office used by the engineer is of fair size, twenty-three and 
one-half feet long and twenty feet wide, but is not easily kept clean. 
The side walls are sheathed to a point three feet from the floor and 
for the remaining distance to the ceiling, about seven feet, are of 
brick with rough mortar joints and the brick washed with lime which 
is continually dropping and keeps the room looking very untidy. 
I request that something be done to improve the appearance of the 
place. 

There are no closets for clothing, the backs of chairs now serving 
that purpose. One or more closets should be put in. 

By making these improvements, which can be done at small cost, 
the appearance of the room will be greatly improved.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF WIRES. 


WINCHESTER, Jan. 1, 1904. 
To the Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN— The office of Inspector of Wires for the year ending 
Dec. 31, 1903, has been held by three persons: by Mr. Irving L. 
Symmes from Jan. 1, to April 1; by Mr. E. D. Fletcher, from 
April 1, to May 1, and by myself from June 1, to the present. time, © 
the office being vacant from May 1, to June 1. I shall report upon 
the work of the inspector for the peroid from June 1, 1903, to Jan. 
1, 1904. 

There are four companies holding pole locations in Winchester and 
Someeeusimessinere, the W.-L. H. & P. Co., the N. E. T..& T 
Co., the B. & N. St. R. R. Co., and the Postal Tel. & Cable Co. 

The law requires an annual inspection of the poles, crossarms and 
wires of all companies carrying electric wires in the streets of any 
Town or City in the Commonwealth, the inspection to be made in a 
careful and thorough manner. This I have endeavored to do, and 
have carefully tested nearly all poles within the limits of our town, 
lack of time preventing the inspection of some of the poles in the 
outskirts. 

My inspection has shown that the poles of all the companies are in 
more or less bad condition, in many instances being positively unsafe 
and likely to fall at any time. 

I shall report upon the poles and wires of each company separate- 
ly, giving a statement of conditions as they have been found to 
exist and stating improvements made and recommendations for im- 
provements to be made in the near future. 


Wreaats te Pe Co, 


The poles and wires of this company have been erected and 
maintained in nearly every street in town, their condition being 
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generally bad at the time of inspection, but in justice to the company, 
it must be said, that whenever any of its poles or wires inany street 
in town have been reported as being bad or dangerous, the company 
has responded promptly and done all it could to put its fixtures in 
safe condition. 

There yet remains a great amount of work to be done by this com- 
pany before it can be said, that its fixtures are as they should be, but 
I have been assured by the manager and superintendent of construc- 
tion, that the work of renewing and improving would be carried 
steadily on during the coming year. . 

On Main street from Pleasant street, to Symmes Cor., the poles of 
this company were in a very bad condition, the poles having practi- 
cally no support of themselves being held in place by the wires and 
trolley spans of the street railway. ‘This whole line has been recon- 
structed, straight chestnut poles of good quality being substituted for 
the old square hard pine poles, new cross arms put in place and new 
wires strung where the insulation of the old wires was worn out. 
This line is now the best one in town. 

In the remaining portion of Main street, in Church, Cambridge, 
Pleasant, Washington, and Forest sts., the wires of this Company, 
are carried by the poles of the B & N. St. R. R.Co. In all other 
streets in town, with very few exceptions, the company owns and 
occupies its own poles and fixtures. 

The Company has complied with the law regarding the placing of 
tags or distinguishing marks showing ownership and has also num- 
bered each one of its poles consecutively. The new poles erected 
have been painted and all old poles have been removed and no 
stumps left in the ground. 

Much of my time has been occupied in taking measurements and 
making and inspecting plans for new locations and slight changes in 
old locations for the Company, but I believe the time has been well 
spent. | 

All the incandescent street light fixtures in town have been pain- 
ted the past year and sever! old ones replaced by new, and all 
incandescent street lamps, with few exceptions, have been replaced. 

All arc lights have been readjusted and repaired. Several new 
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poles have been erected in private land to improve or extend the 
Company’s service. 

The following table shows streets in which old worn out poles 
have been replaced by new ones, and gives number of poles placed 
in each street :

New ENGLAND TELEGRAPH & TELEPHONE COMPANY. 


The poles and wires of this Company have been inspected together 
with those of other Companies and I have found a large number of 
poles partially decayed and a lesser number which were unsafe. 

These facts were reported to the Company and orders given to 
replace those which, in my judgment, should be renewed. ‘The 
Company sent several men in its employ to investigate and agreed 
early in the summer to do as requested, and finally, did replace 
twenty-six poles by new ones on Main, Washington, Church and 
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Cambridge Streets, the work of replacing having been completed in 
December of this year, but the poles remain unpainted. 

While the poles of this Company are, as a whole, in better con- 
dition than those of two other Companies, yet the Telephone Com- 
pany does not do its work as promptly as it ought to do it and seems 
disposed to try to avoid doing work which, in the opinion of the 
inspector, 1s necessary. 

All poles of this Company, excepting those recently replaced, are 
painted and stenciled with the Company’s name. 7 


THE BB. & Nw Ste a ae 


The railroad company has poles and wires in Cambridge, Church, 
Main, Pleasant, Washington and Forest streets, which it shares with 
the W. L. H. & P. Co. These poles are, excepting those set this year, 
of hard pine, generally about eight inches square at the base and six 
inches at the top. The inspection showed many of them partially 
decayed, a large number badly decayed and some of them in fairly 
good condition. 

The result of my inspection was sent to the railroad company with 
an order to replace those condemned as unsafe by chestnut poles of 
good quality. 

On Cambridge and Church streets the condition of the poles was 
such as to warrant an order for the entire reconstruction of these 
lines. Owing to the fact that the B. & N. and W. L. H.& P. Co. 
occupy these poles jointly, no actual work has been done in rebuild- 
ing these lines, the companies not being able to agree on the proper 
division of the cost of construction, but recently, I have been in- 
formed by representatives of the companies, that an agreement has 
been reached, the W. L. H. & P. Co. to construct the pole line from 
the Arlington line to Church and High streets and the B. & N. to 
do the work on Church street. 

The railroad company have taken out thirty-seven old pine poles 
and replaced them by thirty-one chestnut poles on Main, Washing- 
ton and Pleasant streets, and six hard pine poles on Cambridge and 
Church streets, the hard pine poles being set before the order was 
given to use chestnut instead of hard pine. 
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The poles of this company are painted and are in good condition 
generally, as far as appearances. go. 


THE PostaL TELEGRAPH & CABLE Co. 


The poles of this company are in Main, Bacon, Everett avenue, 
Cambridge and High streets, and are in generally good shape. 

The wires in Bacon street are very low in places and are directly 
over and in the tops of some young elms, planted a few years ago.’ 

A request was made of the Postal Co. to cable its wires in that 
part of Bacon street from the Mystic Valley Parkway to Everett ave- 
nue, but the company’s representative replied that it was impracti- 
cable to cable the wires as by so doing, the service would be im- 
paired. 

The matter has not been taken up again but something should be 
done to prevent interference with the growth of these trees. 

There are many places in town where. the number of poles is 
greatly in excess of the number actually needed to safely and con- 
viently carry the wires of the various companies. ‘The worst place 
of this kind is Cambridge street, from Everett avenue to Church and 
High streets. In this short distance, of about fourteen hundred 
feet, there are forty-eight poles. 

A plan has been proposed to consolidate the four lines of poles 
at this point into two, the B. & N. and the W. L. H. & P. Co. on 
the westerly side of the street and the N. E. T. & T. Co. and the 
Postal Tel. Co. on the easterly side. By this plan, the companies 
using high power wires will occupy one set of poles, and the com- 
panies using low tension wires will use the other set, thereby doing 
away with twenty poles and greatly improving the appearance of the 
street, especially at the corner of Church and Cambridge streets. 
The plan already mentioned, whereby the B. & N. and the W. L. H. 
& P. Co: agree to use ‘one set of poles, will improve the westerly 
side of the street, but the other two companies must ,co-operate or 
no permanent improvement will result. 

Several places at street corners have been improved by moving 
poles from their former locations and placing them in line with the 
line of poles of which they are parts. 
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There is need for a set of regulations to govern the operations of 
the several companies in their construction work. Heretofore the 
companies have done their work in any way which seemed proper or 
easiest to them and the result has been bad for the town, necessita- 
ting agreat deal of changing in pole locations and other alterations 
to improve the service for the companies and appearances for the 
town. All this can be avoided if a fair and reasonable set of reg- 
ulations is adopted for the governing of the companies and the guid- 
ance of the inspector. 

The town should also have a card index of all poles and. fixtures 
of the several companies, to be kept by the inspector. These cards 
should show ownership of all poles, the fact whether or not any 
other company is using the pole, the number of wires, the power 
of the wires and all other important facts bearing on this whole 
subject. 3 

The expense of such a system of cards would be small, since the 
companies would be obliged to furnish all information necessary for 
the purpose. 

The effect of the wires on shade trees is a very important mat- 
ter and one which has received some attention from the inspector. 
Branches are frequently burned and dropped by large wires and the 
result is bad for the trees, killing limbs and retarding the growth 
of the trees. 

The work of the inspector has increased very rapidly and is 
likely to be greater next year than it has been the past year. 

The salary attached to the position is not at all in proportion 
to the amount of work to be done and in fairness the ratio 
should be more nearly equal. |

STREETS. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Winchester, 
Mass.: 


GENTLEMEN—1| have the honor to submit for your consideration 
my seventh annual report, said report being for the fiscal year end- 
ing December 81, 1908. For detailed statements of expenditures 
I would respectfully refer you to the Auditor’s report. — I will report 
only on the amount of work done and total cost of same. 

The department has accomplished all of the work which was 
planned for at the beginning of the year. Any recommendations 
which I have to make will be found on, or near the last page in this 
report as it can be more readily found in that way. 


STABLE AND YARD. 


The expenses of the stable and yard include new tools, snow 
plows, harnesses and repairs to all of the above which will be shown 
below. Also the gathering of stone from trenches, etc,, and deliver- 
ing stone, etc.

WATERING STREETS. 


As in previous years the Fire Department attended to this work 
the distances its horses go. The Highway Department early in the 
season, made acontract price with Thomas Quigley & Son to oper- 
ate two sprinklers, nine hours each day at $3.90 per cart. This was 
carried out until the middle of September when we put department 
horses at work on the sprinklers in order to keep them at work. The 
sprinklers are in good repair, but should be painted during the win- 
ter months. |

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CRUSHING PLANTS AND STEAM ROLLER. 


The machinery has been kept in good repair, as usual, and with 
one exception, the roller, will need a very little outlay next season. 
The wood work about the portable crusher will need considera- 
ble repairs. The wheels of the roller are worn very thin, so much 
so that thespokes are exposed in the rims. This of course cannot 
be wondered at when the amount of stone which it has rolled in the 
last five years is considered, which amount reaches nearly fifty thou- 
sand tons. It must be understood that the repairs are charged to 
the plant which uses them, and the plant which crushes the most 
stone requires the largest outlay for wearing parts. The portable 
crusher was located at Wildwood street, and crushed the stone for 
Wildwood, Church and Swanton streets, while at the above location. 
The stone has cost, per ton, rolled in the street, as follows:

All of the above expenditures have been figured into the cost of 
broken stone. ‘The portable crusher has broken four thousand tons 
for the department, and worked for Mr. Fitzgerald fifteen and one- 
half days. ‘The stationary plant has crushed the remainder which 
will be found in the table of broken stone. 


STREET CLEANING. 


Owing to finances the cleaning force was reduced, late in August, 
which fact has left some of the streets a little unsightly and some of 
the gutters somewhat clogged. This work cannot be satisfactorily 
carried on without a larger amount of money and I think the matter 
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should have considerable attention when the annual appropriations 
aremade up. The department has purchased a two-horse sweeper 
with the Stackpole patents and it gives perfect satisfaction. It has 
been used to some extent but owing to lack of horses not so much as 
I would have liked. Itcame toolate for the Spring cleaning but can 
readily pay for itself the coming Spring.

Wildwood street has been thoroughly macadamized from Willow 
street to Mr. Goodwin’s house, a distance of 2053 feet, 700 feet of 
this is done with a very excellent quality of gravel found on Mr. 
Ginn’s land bordering on the street. ‘his gravel was passed through 
the crusher breaking all the stone above 24 inches and the screen 
separating the gravel just as it would ledge stone, giving us about 30 
per cent of sand, 40 per cent of 14 inch stone and 30 per cent of

24 inch stone. The 24 inch stone was laid in the bottom and after 
being smoothed up with the roller, all the voids were completely 
filled with sand, not enough to form a cushion over the stone, then . 
the 14 inch stone was laid and bonded with a liberal amount of sand, 
but not enough to make a muddy road. The street was built 6 
inches thick in the centre running to 4 inches thick at the sides, and the 
street was crowned one inch to the foot, and cost 624 cents per ton 
rolled in the street or about one third less than ledge stone. I[ in- 
vite careful scrutiny of this work for the next few years, as I feel 
safe in saying that the public will be satisfied, and for a lightly trav- 
eled street it is much better and much cheaper than ledge stone. 
The remainder of the street was built of ledge stone 18 feet centre 
with separated gravel in the shoulders. ‘The table of broken stone 
will give all other information. Below is an itemized account of 
the cost of construction. The cost of construction was underesti- 
mated owing to the large amount of loam, which had to be excava- 
ted and replaced with gravel, and in order to preserve the sidewalk 
grades in their original state, loam borders, properly turfed, had to 
be laid the entire length of the street. Over 800 loads of loam was 
removed, of which the larger part was sold, which will be found on 
another page. 292 loads was transfered to borders on this street 
and several others.

InN GENERAL. 


Although the principal streets are all macadamized, and to some 
it may seem that we have enough inacadam at present, there is still 
plenty to do on the other streets. While the people on the side 
streets have waited patiently knowing that the honorable board 
was all the time doing what was proper—building the principal 
streets, and thereby looking out for the multitude first—it is still 
plain enough to all, that money expended upon some of the side 
streets would be a great saving to the town. ‘The fact that we have 
got the miles of good streets which we have, and the fact that the 
cost of repairs is so little, and the fact that we are using less money 
each year, and still manage to build some new streets each year and 
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take good care of the old ones ought to be conclusive, and the work 
should be kept up. By properly building some of the side hill 
streets we could cut out expensive repairs which we are always 
called upon to do after every heavy rain. Several times the last 
seven years, it has cost from three to seven hundred dollars to repair 
washouts, and I only hope that your honorable board and the people 
will see the facts, and look upon them in the same light which the 


writer does. 
The northern end of Highland avenue is bordering on danger- 


ous, and I suggest that repairs be cut off there by building the street. 
Cross street, I consider the worst in town, and by building a small 
portion each year, and using the old top to keep the rest in repair 
would seem to be the proper course. 

Some of the concrete sidewalks about town are in bad condition, 
and I again call your attention to the advisability of the purchase of 
a concrete plant. 

Without any doubt the roller will need new wheels next season. 

Two new cart harnesses are needed. 

I would also recommend that all corporations owning poles in the 
streets shall be required to have them concreted, with broken stone 
and cement, at the base, a sufficient depth to keep them from push- 
ing the edgestone out of place, on all streets where there is edgestone 
at the present time, and as fast as edgestone is laid on the remaining 
streets. ‘lo be done by the highway department, or under the de- 
partment supervision at the cost of the owners of the poles. 


InN CONCLUSION. 


In closing my seventh year I again desire to express my appre- 
ciation of kindness and consideration shown by your honorable board 
and the people in general. 

Our foreman, Mr. Maguire, has passed beyond to a higher life. 
He cannot be thanked on earth, but kindly remembered as a true and 


faithful servant of the town. 
I also wish to thank ail of the several departments for favors ren-

POOR.

The Board of Overseers of the Poor herewith present their report 
covering the yearfrom January 1, 1903 to December 31, 1903. 


Beginning January 1, 1904, the state assumes the care, control 
and treatment of all insane persons, the expense thereof will be 
levied in the state tax, instead of directly, upon the cities and towns. 
Under this plan it is estimated that it will cost Winchester more than 
double what we have been paying. December 31st we were sup- 
porting the smallest number in insane asylums that we have had for 
several years. 


It is the unanimous judgment of the Overseers of the Poor, the 
time has arrived when a Town Home should be purchased for our 
unfortunate citizens who have no home of their own. At present we 
are boarding such citizens at various places in Winchester and else- 
where, and at the Tewksbury alms house, at considerable more 
expense to the town and much more to the discomfort of the town 
wards than if they could havea home of their own directly under the 
control of the town. Your Board has brought this matter to the 
attention of the town several times in the past but now we feel that 
we should urge immediate action in the matter as the expense of out- 
side boarding is very great at present. ‘The experience of other 
towns should guide Winchester in this matter and such experience is 
wholly in favor of a Town Home. Incidentally, such a home, with 
a small farm attached, would be a good place to lodge tramps where 
they could ‘“‘work out” their keeping, besides ridding the town hall 
basement of almost a nuisance. At the present time your board has 
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knowledge of an old historic farm in Winchester, on line of electric 

cars, with good buildings thereon which could be purchased at a rea- 
~ sonable price to close anestate. ‘The Board feels that it is their 
duty to urge immediate action in the matter of providing such a 
town home for Winchester unfortunates as will best fulfill the town’s 
duty toward it’s poor and indigent citizens and at the same time be 
less expensive for the town than caring for our poor and sick under 
existing methods. 


We recommend an appropriation of $4,000 for the ensuing year.

Thirty-first Annual Report of the Winches- 
ter Water Board. | 


The usual amount of extensions and renewals of pipe has been 
_ made curing the past year, the one of chief importance and benefit 
to the system being the twelve-inch pipe in Cross street which has 
been laid from Loring avenue to Main street, thus providing for an 
ample supply and good pressure for the whole adjacent section and 
adding appreciably to the efficiency of the entire system. Another 
important piece of work is the final connection of the ten-inch pipe 
in Swanton street at both ends with the mains in Washington and 
Main streets. A detailed list of pipe laid is shown in the report of 
the Superintendent which follows : 


West SipE HIGH SERVICE. 


The town voted at the town meeting held on May 25th to con- 
struct a high service pumping system on the west side of the town, 
known as Myopia Hill. The sum of $20,000 was appropriated for 
the same. 


The Water Board immediately began the surveys and preparation 
of plans, securing the services of Mr. James Hinds, Town Engineer, 
and Mr. Freeman C. Coffin, C. E., for this purpose. 


As soon as sufficient information was collected to determine the 
location of the pumping station, stand pipe and pipe lines, the Water 
Board, assisted by town counsel, began negotiations for the necessa- 
ry land and rights of way. After many disappointments and tedi- 
ous delays, these were finally secured, but not until October 13, 1903. 


During this time the plans were perfected, and immediately after 
these properties and rights had been obtained, bids were received 


116 


and contracts awarded for the work. ‘The contracts tor the pump- 
ing station, stand pipe foundation and trenching were let to James 
J. Fitzgerald of this town, and for the pump and stand pipe to the 
Chas. J. Jager Co. of Boston. ‘The pipe was laid by the town force 
under the direction of the Superintendent of the Water Depart- 
ment. 


All of the work has been completed except the erection and roof- 
ing of the stand pipe. The contract for the roofing has been let to 
Mr. John M. L. Enman of this town. It is expected that the sys- 
tem will be in operation in a short time. 


The work will be completed within the appropriation, and we ask 
that the sum of $2,500 be transferred from this account to the con- 
struction account. 


QUALITY OF THE WATER. 


The water is analyzed by the State Board of Health every two 
months and has been found to be remarkably pure. During the 
late fall a very strong and unpleasant odor and taste developed in 
the North Reservoir. This occurs to a greater or less extent nearly 
every spring and fall in both reservoirs. There is no remedy for it 
under existing conditions. It is unpleasant, but not unsafe to use. 
The whole town was placed temporarily on the South Reservoir, the 
water of which has been remarkably good this season. | 


REPAIRS ON NortTH: Dam. 


The old concrete walk along the top of the dam was so badly 
cracked as to need extensive repairs or renewal. It was finally de- 
cided to take it all up and to construct a walk of crushed stone. 
This has been done. 


ESTIMATED RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES FOR THE YEAR 1904.

As the cement-lined pipes in Main street are in poor condition, it 
is desirable that a portion should be relaid each year. The expense

ing a small portion of relaying on Mainstreet, is $10,000.00 
The amount required for interest on the water debt is 12,365.00

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It has been customary in this town for the Treasurer to make only 
‘a report of figures, but the year just passed has been a somewhat 
extraordinary one as regards the money situation, and it seems pro- 
per to say a word in regard to it. 


The town voted to issue $110,000.00 in school bonds bearing 
interest at 35 per cent. In June I sold $52,000.00 of these at a 
slight premium and reserved the balance for future sale, hoping for 
a better market. In August 34 per cent bonds could not.be sold at 
par and there was only one of two alternatives, either to call a town 
meeting and ask the town to raise the rate of interest to 4% or to bor- 
row money by temporary loan in anticipation of selling the bonds 
already authorized. 


After consultation with many citizens of the town on the 
last proposition, I advised with the Selectmen strongly recom- 
mending the latter course, which was assented to by them. 


Many municipalities issued at that time 4 per cent. bonds which 
sold at a very slight figure above par. If the town of Winchester 
had sold this issue at 4 per cent it would have bound the town to 
this payment for an average of 24 years. The bonds have now 
been sold and the net gain to the town by the course adopted was 
about $6,900.00, not taking into consideration the financial stand- 
ing gained by keeping the rate of interest on the bonds at the low- 
est possible figure. 


The indebtedness of the town is now very large and I ask the 
careful reflection of the citizens on matters or projects calling for the 
borrowing of money. . 

If we can defer all bond issues for five years the debt of the 
town will be materially reduced, a healthy financial condition shown 
and a comfortable tax rate assured.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


For THE YEAR ENDING Dec. 31, 1903.: 


The first meeting of the board after the spring election was held 
March 18, at which meeting our organization was effected by the 
choice of Dr. B. T. Church for chairman and Mr. James Hinds for 
secretary for the ensuing year. 


Regular meetings have been held each month, and special meetings 
from time to time as occasion required. ‘The business, taken as a whole, 
coming before the board at its meetings has been of ordinary charac- 
ter. Investigation has been made of all complaints arising from 
overflowing cesspools and neglected outhouses, and whenever these 
complaints have been judged to be well founded, such action has 
been taken by this board as would cause the abatement of all such 
nuisances. One case of this kind which the board considered of 
special importance was caused by the overflowing of a number of 
cesspools on the property of Niles Bros., on Glen road, near its 
junction with Cambridge street. ‘These cesspools were placed in 
low, springy ground, and were useless for the purpose for which they 
were intended. The board recognizing the importance of remedy- 
ing these conditions which were a menace to the health of the peo- 
ple in the neighborhood, voted to ask the Sewer Commissioners to 
lay a sewer to care for the drainage of the houses in question. Af- 
ter several meetings with the Sewer Commissioners, a sewer was final- 
ly laid in Glen road and the houses connected and the cesspools 
filled with clean material, thereby making conditions perfectly 
healthful so far as house drainage is concerned. A systematic house 
to house inspection has been commenced to ascertain the condi- 
tion of the sanitary arrangements of houses in those sections of 
town where sewers have not yet been laid. This inspection has not 


bie 


been completed but enough has been learned to show the need of 
sewers which this board hopes to see laid in the near future. Many 
houses exist in town with no adequate sanitary arrangements, in 
many cases having no cesspools, the house drainage being allowed to 
run out upon the surface of the ground. Outhouses are neglected 
and are a constant source of annoyance to persons living in the im- 
mediate neighborhood. The owners of many of these houses are 
frequently unable to bear the expense of installing the necessary 
plumbing and making sewer connections, but, by taking advantage 
of an act of the legislature of tne year 1899, whereby property 
owners may have the cost of their sewer connections apportioned 
into three or five parts, and a part paid each year for three 
or five years, the expense of putting these houses in good 
sanitary condition will be more easily borne and a permanent benefit 
result. 


GARBAGE COLLECTION. 


Complaints are frequently made to the board by citizens living in 
all sections of our town of neglect on the part of the contractor to 
properly collect the garbage, and the board is unanimous in the 
opinion that the time has arrived when the town must do this work 
with its own employees. In this way and no other cana satisfactory 
service be secured. It would mean an extra expense the first year 
for a satisfactory equipment, but after that time the expense to the 
town for collection would be about the same as now. ‘The benefit 
derived would be felt by every person interested and the board 
would be relieved of a constant source of annoyance. We believe 
that the support of our citizens will be heartily given us when this 
matter is presented at the town meeting. 


The general health of the town has been above the average, with 
a few more deaths than were recorded last year, (the recorded mor- 
tality of which was remarkably low,) but less than many preceeding 
years. Contagious diseases, with the exception of measles, have 
been few and mild. No cases of small pox have appeared although’ 
this disease gave us some anxiety a yearago. The Superintendent 
of Schools and the teachers have been very strict in enforcing the 
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filing of vaccination certificates before allowing pupils to be admit- 
ted to the public schools, and we feel that our system of fumigation 
is more thorough and effective than it is in many of our neighboring 
cities and towns. The appended tables show the record of conta- 
gious diseases and the record of deaths and their causes. 


In the matter of contagious diseases the board has ordered that 
where isolation could be readily obtained the wage earner should be 
allowed to continue at work, but where isolation could not be had 
the’wage earner must board or live elsewhere or be quarantined. In 
all cases of tuberculosis the board has ordered that the attending 
physician report such cases to this board and that all houses where 
deaths have occurred from the above cause must be fumigated by 
the board. 


The need of a more thorough cleaning of all school houses has been 
felt and an order has been given to the effect that school houses 
must be fumigated and cleaned before the opening of the buildings 
after the long summer vacation. 


The sanitary conditions existing at the Highland schoolare unsafe, 
unhealthful and highly reprehensible. ‘The attention of the School 
Board was called to this matter last summer and an order given to 
have matters remedied by improving present conditions and making 
the necessary sewer connections. The School Committee were una- 
ble through lack of funds to comply with the order of this board and 
in December a town meeting was called for the purpose of raising 
money to enable the school authorities to comply with the order of 
this board. The meeting developed the sentiment that the season 
of the year was inopportune for the work and that it was not expedi- 
ent to spend aay considerable amount upon a building such as the 
Highland school building and the appropriation was refused. ‘The 
conditions still exist however, and must be remedied in order to 
avoid ever present dangers.

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REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


The report of the Fire Department for the year ending December 
31st, 1903, is as follows: 


Total number of alarms answered, 47 
Number of bell alarms, 21 
Number of telephone and still alarms, 26 
Number of fires extinguished by members without alarms, 2 
The amount of property endangered was _ $113,346.00 
The insurance on same, 75,795.00 
The loss, | 37,069.00 
The insurance paid, 36,739.00 


During the past year the department had two of the largest fires 
that have occurred for a number of years, and only by hard work 
was a much larger loss prevented. 


At the Bacons Mill fire the department was handicapped by a 
shortage of water, and the department was assisted by an engine 
and hose wagon sent from Medford, which undoubtedly prevented a 
much larger loss. 


July 5th assistance was asked from Stoneham and the engine, 
hose 3 and fifteen men were sent, arriving there in twenty-five min- 
utes after receiving the call. The department worked three hours 
and was then relieved from duty. 


The force of the department consists of three engineers, five per- 
manent and twenty-eight call men, and five substitutes ; total forty- 
one men. 


The apparatus consists of one second size steam fire engine, 


10 
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horse hose wagons, weight 3300 and 3900 ; one exercise wagon ; one 
old hook and ladder truck, and two (2) horse hose pungs. All 
excepting the old hook and ladder being in first class condition. 
The two hose carriages were repainted and varnished and put in 
first class condition. 


The engine was rebuilt at an expense of $3000.00 and was received 
from the shop on September 9th, and on September 12th an exhi- 
bition trial was given by the builders on Manchester field, which 
proved satisfactory, and it was accepted and placed in commission, 
and in less than one week it more than proved its worth at the fire at 
Bacons Mills. The engine weighs nearly 500 lbs. more than the old 
one, and is much too heavy for two horses. Three horses should be 
attached to an engine of this size and the same should be done as 
soon as possible. The balance of $226.00 on engine account unex- 
pended, we recommend to be transferred to the Fire Department 
account. 


There are seven sets of double harnesses in the department; four 
for the apparatus and three for watering streets, all in good con- 
dition. ; 

There are eight horses in the department all of which at the pres- 
ent time are in good condition. 


The department has 4200 feet of 24 inch cotton, rubber lined 
hose, most all of which is in first class condition, but the coming 
year 500 feet at least should be purchased. 


The fire alarm has been kept in first class condition by testing 
boxes monthly and attending to a few slight repairs on old wire and 
cross arms. ‘Two new boxes have been added the past year: box 
58, corner of Calumet road and Oxford street, and box 66, between 
Prospect and Herrick streets. We have about 20 miles of wire; 
forty-one boxes, five of-which are private ; one 8 in. steam gong and 
striker ; one tower bell and striker; one 18 in. and one 15 in. engine 
house gong ; four small tappers, two tape registers and a storage 
battery complete with circuit repeater. 


The permanent men with the horses of the Department have 
watered the principal streets within’ one half mile from the engine 
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house the past summer. In years past they have watered one mile 


from the stations which was thought to be too far for them to go, as 
the nearer they are to the stations the quicker they can respond to 
alarms. Two pieces of apparatus are always in readiness when 
others are watering the streets. 


In regard to the fire stations, the central station remains in the 
same condition as last year, no repairs having been made, and one 
only needs to visit the station to see the urgent need of a new sta- 
tion in a better location, and it is sincerely hoped that the citizens 
will press the matter of building a new central station at the earli- 
est possible moment, or as soon as the finances of the town will 
admit. 


Hose No. 3 house is in good condition with the exception that it 
should be painted to preserve it, also a loft built over the horses for 
hay and grain, as the hay is now kept in the basement and gets 
damp, and we ask that a small appropriation be made for these 
necessary repairs.

Forty-fourth Annual Report of the Trustees 
of the Public Library. 


The Trustees respectfully submit the following report for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1903: 


We have. been able to add only 536 volumes to the library this 
year, having to meet a shortage from 1902, but equal care has been 
used in their selection. 


The Book Lovers Library, Tabard Inn and the Local Circulating 
Library supply the immediate demand for the popular novel and 
have allowed us to expend larger amounts in the non-fiction class, 
thus making the collection more valuable for consultation and sup- 
plemental to the work of the public schools. 


_ The income of the Nancy S. Howe Fund has been applied to the 
purchase of the tenth edition of Encyclopaedia Britannica. 


We have given the public school teachers, when requested, Topi- 
cal lists of our collection and called attention to special dates by 
books and pictures. 


In the early spring we had a collection of Nature books and the 
anniversaries of April 19th, and June 17th were similarly noticed. 
This work we hope to extend in the future. 


We must call the attention of the town to our small income ap- 
plicable to the purchase of books. Our expenses are carefully scru- 
tinized but must increase as the library grows larger and becomes of 
more value to the community. The original plan for the library 
contemplated a double story for books, but this idea was never car- 
ried out. An imperative need is for more stack room; many valua- 
ble reports and other publications being in storage rooms, practically 
useless for consultation. 
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The Trustees therefore ask for an appropriation of $2,000, and 
the amount of the dog licenses.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS. 


WINCHESTER, Mass., Dec. 81, 19038. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


GENTLEMEN :—I have made my inspection of animals for the year 
1903. In the month of May the U. S. cattle inspector with myself 
visited all the cattle in the town and found them free from the foot 
and mouth disease. Only three cases ‘of contagious disease were 
found during the year, one case of tuberculosis in a cow which was 
ordered killed by the State Board of Agriculture and was killed in 
the presence of a veterinary from the state board. Two cases of 
glanders were found in horses which were killed in my presence by 
order of the state board. After the horses were disposed of I or- 
dered all of the watering places thoroughly cleansed, which was care- 
fully done under the supervision of Supt. Dotten of the Water Dept. 

It is the duty of any person knowing of, or suspecting the pres- 
_ence of any contagious disease in any species of domestic animals, 
to report it at once in writing to the Chief of the Cattle Bureau, 
State House, Boston, or to the inspector of animals in the town. 

Horses with a chronic dirty sticky discharge from the nose or 
with sores on the legs having a tendancy not to heal or to break out 
again if they do heal are to be especially looked upon as objects of 
suspicion. _ 

About 250 cattle were shipped to this town during the year, all of 
them tested satisfactorily to the State Board of Agriculture.

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Report of Board of Park Commissioners. 


During the year just passed the experiment of setting out shrubs 
along the main path on the common has been tried with very satis- 
factory results. ‘The original object, the protection of the turf bor- 
dering the path, has been attained by the use of these shrubs, and, in 
addition, there has been a distinct gain to the beauty and attractive- 
ness of the whole common. } 


Two new plots have been rescued from neglect and put in condi- 
tion, with funds from this year’s appropriation—one at the corner of 
Church and Cambridge streets and the other at the junction of Cam- 
bridge street and Everett avenve. The improvement in each in- 
stance seems to justify the expenditure. 


Certain reasons why the Town should consider seriously taking 
over the control and management of Manchester Field are so obvi- 
ous as hardly to require further mention in these reports. The play 
ground has now proved its usefulness, and Winchester is rarely for- 
tunate in having such recreation facilities as it affords within its bor- 
ders. It is, however, a state reservation, open as such to all citizens 
of the state. From this it follows that games and sports obnoxious 
on account of the conduct of the participants therein are possible 
at any time, because the Park Police are hardly to be expected to ex- 
ercise such careful supervision over its use as would the town. The 
Metropolitan Park Commission is ready to turn over the field to the 
town at any time. To care for it, police it, and regulate its use 
might cost seven hundred to one thousand dollars per year, the 
larger sum allowing, perhaps, something for permanent improve- 
ments each year. ‘This board considers that such an expenditure 
would be an enlightened one, if the town can afford to make it. 
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The balance remaining to our credit is $85.68. We have in mind 
the setting out of more shrubs on the common paths, and the new 
plots in various parts of the town will require continued attention. 
For the coming year we ask for an appropriation of $350.

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REPORT OF CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS. 


WINCHESTER, Dec. 31, 1903. 


Another year has nearly closed and the Cemetery Commissioners 
find that their work is increasing as the years pass, and each mem- 
ber of the board has taken a great deal of interest and pride in 
maintaining as high a standard in their work as they can with the 
means at their command. 


During the year the town purchased of Mr. Twombly between 
three and four acres of land bordering on the westerly border and 
added it to the cemetery property, at a cost of twenty-five hundred 
dollars, and the said Mr. Twombly released to the town the restric- 
tions on a former purchase which gives to the cemetery some very de- 
sirable lots for burial purposes bordering on the old westerly line. We 
are convinced that the restrictions released on the older purchase 
will in the near future repay for the outlay for the new, by the sale 
of lots. The newly acquired property is restricted by vote of the 
town so that it cannot be used for burial purposes. 


On November Ist one of our most valued and esteemed members, 
Mr. Joseph J. Todd, died and his place has been filled by a conven- 
tion formed by the Board of Selectmen and Cemetery Commission- 
ers, by the election of Mr. James H. Dwinell, who was elected to 
the vacancy during the balance of the town year. 


During the year we have moved the wire fence from the westerly 
border, a portion of which we placed upon the line bordering on the 
land of Mr. Parker Fletcher and I. S. Palmer, and the balance upon 
the northerly and westerly line of the recent purchase. | 


We have graded and seeded a portion of this new purchase bor- 
dering on Willow street, near main entrance, 
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The water closet has been moved about two hundred feet west of 
its former site and a new path constructed leading to the same, and 
shrubbery planted to conceal it as much as possible. 


Two hundred feet of new water pipe have been laid during the 
year. A part of Birch avenue has been graded and thirteen new 
lots laid out on the same avenue. Several trees and shrubs have 
been set out between lots. 


Eighteen new foundations for head stones and monuments con- 
structed during the season and ten lots under perpetual care have 
been regraded and seeded, and all head stones and monuments on 
perpetual care lots have been cleansed. 


We have made but little headway against the ravages of the Gypsy 
and Brown tailed moths and feel that if we are to protect our trees 
from these pests that the town should make a special appropriation 
for that purpose. 


There is due for care of lots and other items thirty dollars, and 
there are unpaid bills for salary and sundries, amounting to about 
two hundred dollars.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN. 


The chief problem always before the Tree Dept. is how to protect 
our shade trees from the hosts of. destructive insects by which this 
section of the state is especially invaded. This problem becomes. 
more and more serious each year in spite of all that the town is 
able to do. The plague of gypsy moths, brown tail moths, elm-leaf 
beetles and San Jose scale is one not to be trifled with nor made 
light of. It is worse than a nuisance of the firstorder. Itisa peril. 
If these insects are allowed to run their course unchecked on public 
and private property, the effect will surely be apparent in a heavy 
shrinkage in real estate values. 


The time for action in this matter has arrived, public sentiment 
is aroused and the subject will be carried to the legislature this 
winter. : 

Feeling certain that the legislature would ask how the citizens of 
our town regarded this matter, the warden, with the hearty support 
of the Board of Selectmen, called a public meeting in ‘the Town 
Hall on the evening of January 8, 1904, to consider the subject. 
Mr. John Challis, in his official capacity as Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, presided. ‘The subject discussed was: ‘Shall the town 
seek relief at the hands of the State in its combat against the chief 
insect enemy, the gypsy moth, and if so what form of appeal shall 
be made to the legislature.”” After a full and free discussion, par- 
ticipated in by a number of citizens, the following petition to the 
General Court was unanimously adopted : 


To THE HONORABLE, THE SENATE AND HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, OF THE 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, IN THE YEAR 1904, A. D. 


The petition of the citizens of the Town of Winchester, assembled in mass 
meeting on the evening of January 8, 1904, at the call of the Town authorities, 
respectfully shows: 
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That this Township is very generally infested by the notorious insect called the 


gypsy moth. 

That the spread of this insect, with attendant damage, has been steady since the 
Commonwealth ceased its work of suppression in 1900, and this in spite of con- 
stant vigilance and yearly expenditure of considerable sums of money by the Town 
and by many of its citizens individually. 


That the insect has already become a public nuisance as well as a menace to 
property, and that immediate and drastic action on the part of the Common- 
wealth seems necessary. 


That it is useless for a portion of the community, or for one or two municipali- 
ties to fight the pest unless their neighbors are obliged to bear their share of the 
responsibility. 

Your petitioners therefore pray that the Legislature will proclaim this insect to 
be a public danger, and that it will further vest sufficient authority in some State 
officer or officers to effectually secure the abatement of said danger wherever it may 
exist. 


Copies of the foregoing petition were forwarded to the clerks of 
the Senate and House. 


The gypsy moth became so prevalent in town the past summer 
that the department was obliged to put on a second man in order to 
cope with the pest on the street trees. By means of burlaps ap- 
plied at that time the insects were kept in check, and no public 
trees were defoliated. This winter, as last, all egg clusters of this 
insect on town trees will be destroyed by the application of creosote 
oil. There are several large colonies of the gypsy moth on private 
property in this township, and from them the pest is spreading. The 
worst instances of colonies on private land are at Symmes corner near 
the Stoneham, Woburn and Winchester line north of Forest street ; 
on easterly shore of Wedge Pond; on Ridge street; and off Arling- 
ton street near the Country Club. These colonies should be stamp- 
ed out at once by the most radical methods known. 


The brown tail moth having been very generally fought in this 
town for the past two years has been held well in check. The state’s 
entomologists, moreover, announce that insect and fungous parasites 
are preying upon this insect. Even the despised English sparrow 
has been observed destroying the moth quite extensively. There is, 
therefore, reason to hope that the brown tail may soon cease to be 
the serious problem it is today if man will continue for a short time 
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longer to assist nature in restoring the balance. Up to date no such 
encouragement is offered in the case of the gypsy moth. Man must 
fight that practically single handed for the present. ‘The Massachu- 
setts Forestry Association has been endeavoring to discover a foreign 
parasite for the gypsy. 


Last year the suppression of the elm beetle cost the town a little 
over $50. This year the same work cost twice as much owing to the 
spread of the pest. ‘This insect is best handled by spiaying the foli- 
age early in the season with a strong poison. Up to the present 
time the town has employed a contractor to do this work, but the 
warden recommends that hereafter the department do its own spray- 
ing. This will necessitate a small outlay for pump and poison. 


So far as can be ascertained the San Jose scale has not yet estab- 
lished itself on the street trees. This destructive insect is settled in 
considerable force on the west side, especially in the territory 
bounded by Church, Bacon and Central streets. Several privately 
owned fruit trees and shrubs have been cut out and burned from 
this district in the past two years, and many more should be so 
treated. The Federal Department of Agriculture after a long search 
in Japan and China, believe that it has discovered in the latter coun- 
try the parasite which keeps the scale incheck. Some of these par- 
asites are being bred by the department in Washington and the war- 
den has applied for a colony which he may liberate in the infested 
area of this town. 


Having shown the insect situation in the town, the warden desires 
to urge again, as he did in his last report, that the town consent to 
the removal of all overcrowded and worthless trees from its streets. 
A move in this direction was made this year. Over one hundred 
trees were marked for cutting and hearings held. Owing to the fact 
that the department’s funds were needed for other and more press- 
ing work, comparatively few of these trees have been actually re- 
moved. . The warden would urge, however, that next year a system- 
atic felling plan be carried out all over town. By this means the 
town will greatly improve the condition of the trees which are left 
and will materially reduce the number of trees to be protected, 
which means a diminution of the cost. This policy should not be 
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carried out in any haphazard way, but after careful consideration the 
work should be pushed through. The town is wasting money pro- 
tecting worthless and overcrowded trees, and the lives of many good 
trees are being manaced by the crowded condition. This crowding 
is also noticeable on many private places in town, and owners are 
earnestly recommended to study this condition on their premises 
with a view to reducing the breeding ground of insects. 


Before leaving the subject of insects it may be well to mention 
that the warden’s attention was called last summer to the practice 
of another town in the district of destroying gypsy moth caterpillars 
on trees by a kerosene oil flame-blast, and the matter was investi- 
gated by Deputy Warden J. S. Nowell at the request of the warden 
and his report was strongly against this town’s adopting the method. 
The warden also took expert advice on the probable effect of such 
treatment upon the trees, and was counselled that the remedy was 
likely to prove worse than the disease. 


During the late summer and early autumn the department was 
engaged in systematically removing all limbs which in any way inter- 
fered with the free passage of pedestrians or vehicles on the streets 
all over the town. - Both public and private trees were thus treated 
on all accepted highways. Repeated complaints having been filed 
concerning such obstructions in various localities, it became neces- 
sary to do a thorough-going piece of work which it is hoped will 
suffice for three or four years at least. The cost of this work was 
$215.32. 


The attitude of the several corporations maintaining poles and 
wires in the streets continues for the most part to be gratifying to the 
warden. ‘They have in all instances, save one, remedied troubles 
and improved bad conditions whenever cailed upon by the warden. 
All work in the town trees done by corporation men is under the 
supervision of the department foreman and the corporation is charged 
with the foreman’s time. 


There are several instances in Town where the development of 
young street trees is being entirely checked by the network of wires 
running overhead. ‘Thus the money invested in a fine row of elms 
on Bacon street, between the Parkway and Everett avenue, and in 
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a number of handsome maples on Washington street just north of 
Pleasant, and in several other less prominent instances, is being 
wasted because the trees have no chance to grow up. ‘The wires 
cut them off as fast as the leaders grow up to them. The wires 
should be cabled wherever possible, or taller poles substituted for 
the existing short ones, thus lifting the wires to a point which would 
give the trees at least ten years of free growth. ‘The presence of 
heavy masses of wires on many of our practically unplanted streets 
compels the warden to deny applications for plantations thereon. 
The warden will not be wholly satisfied until all wires are in some 
way kept free of the trees. To this end he is corresponding with 
other municipalities which claim to have solved the problem. 


In this connection the warden desires to call the attention of the 
Town to the failure of the Arlington Gas Light Co. to honor a nom- 
inal claim for damages. Early in the summer there was a gas leak 
on Washington street opposite Webster street, and a fine large ma- 
ple immediately sickened and died. A leak on Church street near 
Norwood street had been followed by the death in whole or in part 
of three trees the previous year. No claim was made on account of 
the latter, but when the Washington street tree died a nominal claim 
of $25.00 was filed with the company together with a letter of ex- 
planation. Up to January Ist the company had failed to settle the 
claim, or even to answer the warden’s letter inquiring whether they 
intended to do so. ‘The warden feels that the Town should be ad- 
vised of the attitude of a company holding a valuable franchise in 
our streets. 


The nursery has been kept up this year at a cost of about $13. 
Through the generosity of Mr. Edwin Ginn, no rent is charged for 
the use of the land occupied. A few trees have been set out this 
year to replace young trees which died. No.new plantations have 
been undertaken. In this connection attention of residents is called 
to the rules and regulations in regard to street planting printed as an 
appendix to this report. 


Less trouble has been experienced this year through horses gnaw- 
ing the trees. Lack of money alone prevents the department from 
defending more trees with good wire guards against any possibility 
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of injury from this source. Abutters are requested not to apply 
poultry wire guards to street trees. Use No. 1-16, 72 inches wide. 
It costs about four cents per square foot. 


During the past year the warden has been greatly assisted by the 
following named deputies: Mr. Joseph S. Nowell, Mr. Elmer D. 
Fletcher, Mr. James Hinds, Mr. D. W. Pratt. Mr. Fletcher was 
acting warden during the warden’s absence in the winter and early 
spring, and Mr. Hinds so acted during the intervals of absence in 
the summer. ‘The warden wishes to record his appreciation of the 
generous assistance given by these gentlemen, in every instance gra- 
tuitously, though at considerable inconvenience to themselves. He 
also wishes to express his gratitude to the Board of Selectmen for 
their courteous consideration of matters brought to their attention. 


Finally a few lines should be devoted to the expenditures of the 
past year, and the needs of the department for the coming year. 
For a detailed financial exhibit reference is made to the report of 
the Town Auditor. Ina general way the expenditures of the pres- 
ent year were for the following classes of work:

It is clearly apparent that the department will need an increased 
appropriation for 1904. There will be plenty of necessary work 
throughout the year for two permanent men. The department now 
has in its employ two skilled tree workmen, both citizens of the 
Town, and they should be retained for the best interests of the ser- 
vice. During the winter work on insects, occupying usually about 
eight weeks, a third man is needed. He need not bea climber and 
his wages would consequently be less. A spraying outfit must be 
purchased, also poison for the same. ‘Tools have to be replaced and 
repaired. 


The present warden desires to state that if it be the wish of the 
Town that he remain in office another year, he would make it his 
policy to remove a large number of crowded and poor trees from 
the streets. This would be made one of the principal pieces of 
work of the year. ‘This decision has been reached after a careful 
study of the condition of the town trees, and through consultation 
with the deputy wardens, members of the Board of Selectmen, and 
many citizens whose opinion is valued in Town affairs.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS RELATIVE To PusLic SHADE TREES IN THE 
TOWN OF WINCHESTER. 


Approved by Board of Selectmen May 26, 1903, and posted in 
two public places within the Town. 


These regulations now have the force and effect of Town By- 
Laws as provided by Section 12, Chapter 58, of the Revised Stat- 
utes. They are in addition to all provisions of statute law. 


SECTION 1. Whoever fastens or hitches a horse or other beast 
of burden or draft animal, which may be lawfully in a public way or 
place, to a public shade tree, shall be liable to a fine of five dollars. 


SEcTION 2. Whenever the owner or tenant of property abutting 
upon a public highway, or any other person, desires to plant a shade 
tree or trees within the highway location, he shall first apply 
to the Tree Warden for a location for said tree or trees, and no 
tree shall be planted except in the location which the Tree Warden 
may indicate. It is further provided that the Tree Warden shall 
have power to determine the kind of trees which may in his judg- 
ment be properly planted in the highway location, and he shall not 
grant a permit until he is satisfied that the petitioner is willing to 
set out trees of a kind and quality to be approved by the Tree War- 
den, and ina pit liberally supplied with good loam and manure. 
Trees set out without the consent of the Tree Warden, as provided 
above, may be removed by that officer without a hearing, and at the 
cost of the person who caused the trees to be planted. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SEWER COM=-

during the year and all details concerning the work have been given 
so fully in previous reports, there seems to be no occasion for offer- 
ing anything more at this time than the following statements.

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SEWER SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Sewer Commissioners : 


GENTLEMEN—The work done by this department has been similar 
in character to that done yearly since our sewerage system was put 
in operation, and has consisted of street extensions, house connec- 
tions and maintenance. Work was commenced as soon as the frost 
was out of the ground and has continued steadily until Dec. 10th, 
when the work was stopped on account of cold weather. Street ex- 
tensions have been made as ordered by your board and houses con- 
nected upon receipt of permit for sewer connection. ‘Two connec- 
tions have been made with the Metropolitan sewer, one at the junc- 
tion of Main and Lake streets to dispose of the sewage contributed 
by several houses on Main street north of Lake and ultimately to 
dispose of the house drainage of the whole of the district known as 
Cutter Village, the other in Cross street, just east of the Boston & 
Maine R. R., to care for the waste from the factory of the Winches- 
ter Manufacturing Co. 


STREET EXTENSIONS. 


‘As will be seen by the appended table about two thousand nine 
hundred and fifty-eight feet of street sewer have been laid in several 
short sections. The Main street sewer was laid, as previously stated, 
to connect with the Metropolitan sewer, and to provide an outfall 
for the sewers to be laid in the future in the Cutter Village district. 
This section of sewer, although only about three hundred feet in 
length was a slow and difficult piece of work on account of the vol- 
ume of ground water to be cared for in order that the connection 
might be made perfectly tight. The branch left in the trunk sewer 
was at elevation 17.70, about five below the level of the water in 
Wedge pond. Permission was granted us to connect ‘at elevation 
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19.80, two and one-tenth feet higher than the grade of the branch, 
but even then there was a great deal of water from the pond to be 
pumped before we could make the connection. The Metropolitan 
sewerage engineer allowed us to dispense with the customary regula- 
tor apparatus and informed us that no more regulators would be re- 
quired in future. The Glen road sewer trench was wet and muddy 
and an underdrain was laid its entire length to secure tight joints in 
the main sewer. : 


About two hundred and fifty feet of underdrain were laid in Le- 
banan street to care for ground water flowing from a spring on land 
bordering on the street. The rest of the trench was dry and the 
sewer was laid without any dfficulty. 


All joints in sewers laid in streets having shade trees were rein- 
forced with cement concrete to prevent the admission of roots.

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Joints have been reinforced with concrete to keep out tree roots 
and several invert and running trap man holes have been built as 
part of various connections. 


The connection made with the Metropolitan sewer in Cross street 
has been considered a house connection, although the length of 
pipe required is longer than that of many of our street mains. The 
size of the pipe is twelve inch and conducts the factory waste from 
a large settling basin to the trunk sewer. The settling basin is twen- 
ty feet long by ten feet wide and has two chambers formed by a 
brick dividing wall running lengthwise, each chamber being provided 
with gates so that either side may be used while the other one is 
being cleaned out. The-sump is three feet deep below the grade 
of the pipe and is intended to catch all solid matter and prevent it 
from entering the pipes. No regulator was required on this con- 
nection. 


MAINTENANCE. 


The annual cleaning of the sewers was begun in December of 
1902, and was completed about March 1, every foot of street sewer 
being thoroughly scraped with steel wire bushes and all sand and 
the tree roots removed. All sand catchers and siphons have been 
cleaned out and kept in good condition. In addition, the sewers 
are flushed with water from street hydrants and flush valves 
in the man holes as often as occasion requires, and very few com- 
plaints reach us of odors arising from the sewers in our streets. 
Eight new flush valves have been installed this year, making a total 
of ‘thirty-six in use in our sewerage system. We find these flush 
valves of great service to us in flushing and cleaning our sewers as it 
saves us the work of carting several lengths of fire hose over 
our entire system and does away with opening fire hydrants by our 
men. ‘There arestill a few places in our system where flush gates 
can be installed and used to good advantage. ‘The cleaning work 
for 1904 is well under. way and will be completed about March 15. 
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RECORDS AND PLANS. 


The work of completing the plans of sewers constructed in 1902, 
has been done and schedule of assessments to be levied against abut- 
ting property has been sent to your board. 

The plans and records of sewers laid in 1908 are partially com- 
pleted and will be finished in a short time, and schedule of better-— 
ments made up.

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Report of Commitiee on Consolidation of 
Town Offices, Etc. 


WINCHESTER, Mass., Dec. 31, 1903. 
To the Town of Winchester: 


At the annual Town meeting held in March, 1903, the following 
votes were adopted : 


“Voted, That the Moderator appoint a committee of five citi- 
zens to examine into and report to the town at any future town 
meeting the advisability of having one clerk or secretary for all 
boards, commissions, or committees of the town together with any 
recommendations which in the opinion of the committee are neces- 
sary for that purpose.” 

“Voted, That a committee of five be appointed by the modera- 
tor to consider the advisability of consolidating the duties of some 
of the minor elected and appointed town officers and appointees of 
town boards and committees, so far as such consolidation can be 
accomplished without injury to the service and yet be a saving in 
expense to the town. Said committee to report at this or any future 
- town meeting either in print or verbally.” 


Under the above votes the moderator appointed a committee as 
follows: Ralph E. Joslin, William C. Newell, Arthur E. Whitney, 
Nathan H. Taylor and Joseph J. Todd. 

The committee organized by the choice of William C. Newell as 
chairman, Ralph E. Joslin as secretary. 

Mr. Todd met with the committee twice before sickness confined 
him to his house. In his death the town has lost a valuable official 
and we have been deprived of his counsel. 

We deal first with the subject matter of the vote relating to the 
advisability of consolidating the duties of some of the minor elected | 
and appointed town officers. The officials who may be included 
under such designation are,

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In examining the foregoing list it is apparent that from the na- 
ture of the duties to be performed and the qualifications necessary 
therefor, many of the offices cannot be united, a certain number of 
them receive only statutory fees, which are not paid by the town. 


The duties of the Sealer of Weights and Measures are now per- 
formed by the Chief of Police for the fees, about $25.00. 


The Town Engineer now performs the duties of the Inspector of 
Wires at a salary of $100.00 per year. 


It has been suggested that the Chief of Police might also be ap- 
pointed Inspector of Animals, and perform the duties of this office 
without extra compensation. The law requires the Selectmen to 
appoint an inspector of animals, and there is nothing to prevent this 
board appointing the Chief of Police to this office if the members 
see fit to do so. At present the inspector is paid one hundred dol- 
lars ($100.00) per annum for his services. It would seem necessa- 
ry that an inspector should have some knowledge of the diseases of 
animals and the Chief of Police might not possess such knowledge. 
Without a change of existing laws the Board of Selectmen cannot 
be compelled by any vote of the town to elect any designated per- 
son an inspector of animals, and we feel certain that the Selectmen 
would gladly elect the Chief of Police the inspector of animals if in 
their opinion he is qualified for the office and willing to perform the 
duties without additional salary. , 


It has been also suggested that the town engineer might be ap- 
pointed the inspector of plumbing, with a saving of the salary of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) now paid to this official. As the 
law relating to this official requires the Board of Health to elect a 
licensed plumber, unless it should happen that the town engineer 
possessed this qualification he could not be elected inspector with- 
out an act of legislature first being obtained. 


We shall refer to the duties of the water registrar and his assist- 
ant in dealing with the subject matter of the other vote referred 
to us. 


In the matter of a possible consolidation of the duties of clerks 
of committees, and town boards, it appears that the following 
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boards, committees and commissions employ clerks and pay annu 
ally therefor, as follows : 


Cemetery, salary of clerk, $100.00 
Fire department, salary of clerk, 50.00 
Board of Health, salary of clerk, 50.00 
Selectmen, salary of clerk, 200.00 
Poor, Overseers of, salary of clerk, — 200.00 
Schools, Assistant to Superintendent, salary of clerk, — 200.00 
Sewer Department, salary of clerk, 200.00 
Assessors, salary of clerk, 300.00 
$1,300.00 
Water Board, registrar, $400.00 
Water Board, assistant registrar, 150.00 
— 550.00 
$1,850.00 
In addition the salary of the Town Clerk is 250.00 
$2,100.00 


In addition to this the Town Clerk received (see report for the. 
year 1902) for receiving, obtaining, recording and indexing births, 
marriages and deaths $124.20. This is in addition to the other fees 
allowed by law to the Town Clerk, the amount of which is not re- 
ported to the town and is known only to the Town Clerk himself. 


We recommend that the town accept the provisions of Section 
330, Chapter 11 of the Revised Laws, which reads as follows : 


“In towns which vote to accept the provisions of this section or 
have voted to accept the corresponding provisions of earlier laws, the 
Town Clerk may, until such acceptance is revoked at a subsequent 
meeting, be chosen for a term of three years; and such clerk may 
also serve as clerk of such officers, boards and departments of the 
town as the town may determine by a vote taken at said meeting or 
at a subsequent meeting.” 


If this recommendation is adopted at the annual meeting in 1905 
the Town Clerk then elected will serve for three years. The Clerk 
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for the year 1904 will have been elected before this subject is passed 
upon by the town, but if the law is accepted we shall offer a vote 
that the Town Clerk be requested to carry out the spirit of the law 
by arranging to serve as clerk of all committees and boards of the 
town requiring the services of a clerk for the salary hereinafter sta- 
ted during the ensuing year and after the next annual meeting shall 
so serve, as the law provides. 


We shall also offer a vote to the effect that the annual compensa- 
tion of the Town Clerk as such and also. for acting as clerk to the 
several boards, departments or committees shall be twelve hundred 
dollars ($1200), and that the Town Clerk acting as town clerk and 
clerk of committees shall be allowed four hundred dollars ($400) 
each year for such assistants as he may deem necessary, said sums to 
be in full payment of all services rendered by him as Town Clerk, 
and clerk of all committees or boards, including the duties of water 
registrar and assistant-water registrar or inspector, and in lieu of all 
fees now allowed him by law which he shall account for and pay to 
the Town Treasurer monthly. 


We shall also offer a vote to the effect that the town clerk or his 
assistant shall observe regular hours of attendance upon every secu- 
lar day at his office in the town hall, and that a suitable room or 
portion of a room therein shall be provided for his convenience. 


If these recommendations are adopted, at least two things in our- 
opinion, will be effected. First, a saving of a number of hundred 
dollars in salaries ; second, and by no means less important, a uni- 
formity of clerical service and a definite place and time in which 
the town records may be consulted. 


It must be understood that we are not criticising any existing 
officials or the manner in which they perform their work. Under 
present conditions the various records are in different places and the 
various clerks have irregular hours of attendance at the town hall, 
or none at all. 


We believe that these changes will bring about better service and 
a saving of several hundred dollars to the town. 
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We recommend that in case the town clerk elected in 1904 shall 
agree to carry out these recommendations that for the ensuing year, 
the several boards pay to the town treasurer the following sums for 
clerk hire and that the auditor credit the same to salaries of town 
officers as soon as appropriations shall be made to be paid the town 
clerk in monthly instalments of one hundred dollars ($100.00) as 
follows :

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS. 


At the suggestion of the Board of Assessors, the town engineer 
has made some progress during the past year, in preparing plans, 
under what is called the block system, from accurate surveys of all 
Winchester real estate, defining the number of feet of land, street 
frontage, and such other information as may be useful not only to 
the Assessors but to anyone looking up such property. The expense 
of the work to date is about $100, and it is estimated that to com- 
plete the proposed plans (with the exception of wild land), $400 
will be required. 

Also in connection with the above plans, the Assessors have inau- 
gurated a card index system, describing all rea] estate by streets and 
_ ways. This has been completed at an expense of $75.00 and your 
board regards the expenditure as a wise one, being in line with the 
latest improvements in methods of assessing real estate. 


Our thanks are due the Board of Selectmen for their courtesy in 
meeting the expenses incurred for the above from the incidental 
account. ; 

With a complete card system and valuation plans as outlined 
above, it would seem to necessitate or at least it would seem to be 
advisable to carefully revise the present valuation of Winchester 
real estate, that the Assessors Department may now take a fresh 
start in all directions. 


To properly inaugurate the new systems would require more than 
twice the usual amount of outside work viewing and assessing pro- 
perty, together with a much larger amount of clerical labor than 
ever before. Under these circumstances the town apprupriation to 
defray the expense of assessing property for taxation, as far as the 
Assessors work is concerned, should be increased $300 over last 
year. 
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INCREASED IMPORTANCE OF ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT. 


As town expenditures of all kinds steadily increase, together with 
interest charges which constantly grow larger in amount, and the 
necessity of paying off the town debt according to statute and vote 
of the town, is ever before us, it is evident that the Town Assessors - 
Department should likewise constantly increase in importance, and 
closer attention should be paid to securing an adequate income to 
the town by a just and equitable system of valuation. 


More time must be spent than heretofore in equalizing assess, 
ments, hunting up personal property which has escaped taxation- 
and in other ways to endeavor to increase the tax income without 
injustice to a single tax payer, that the burden of necessary town 
expenses may fali equitably on all. 


_If the town approves of and adopts all the new methods recom- 
mended by the board, which are the latest and best systems known 
to us, we feel that great improvement may be made which should 
prove beneficial both to the tax-payers and the town.

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Fifty-Fourth Annual Report of the School 
Committee of Winchester, Mass. 


The School Committee gladly bears testimony to the increasing 
efficiency of the schools, the helpful labors of the Superintendent, the 
faithful efforts of the teachers, and the interest and fidelity of the 
pupils. We refer the citizens of the town to the report of the Su- 
perintendent for a discussion of some of the educational features of 
the school work, and limit ourselves mainly to a consideration cf 
matters pertaining to the High School and to the subject of finance. 

The most important event of the past year has been the construc- 
tion of the 


New HicH ScHoou BuILDING 


which will be approaching completion by the time this report is is- 
sued. The building as it stands will easily accommodate four hundred 
and fifty pupils, and nearly one hundred more with slight crowding, 
so that it should answer the needs of the town until its population 
reaches eighteen or twenty thousand. Furthermore, provision is 
made in the plans for a future enlargement, in architectural harmo- 
ny with the original structure, that will care for more than two hun- 
dred additional pupils. ‘The following description, based largely on 
an account furnished by the architect, Mr. Herbert D. Hale, of 
Boston, should be supplemented by reference to the floor plans 
printed herewith. 

The building was designed and built with the idea of including in 
its general arrangement all that is needed by a modern High School. 
Its style is that of the Georgian period, and it is constructed, above 
the granite base, of gray brick with light terra cotta trimmings. 
There are three entrances, of which the two at the ends of the build- 
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ing are for the daily use of the pupils. There is also at the Wash- 
ington street entrance a porte cochere. 

In the basement are two large dressing rooms, one for boys and 
one for girls, a kitchen and lunch room, bicycle room, store room 
for books and supplies, janitor’s room, the heating plant, and a gym- 
nasium. The gymnasium is fifty-seven by forty-seven feet, two sto- 
ries in height, with walls of selected water-struck brick, and a maple 
floor. All other basement floors are of Portland cement. Base- 
ment walls and partitions are of brick, while the foundation is con- 
crete. 

On the first floor are four class rooms, two recitation rooms, offi- 
ces for the Superintendent and Principal, and a balcony overlooking 
the gymnasium. ‘The class rooms are twenty-six by thirty-three feet, 
accommodating forty-two desks each. The recitation rooms are for 
the use of small classes. Below the blackboards the walls are 
covered with burlap; the burlap, and the walls not taken up by 
blackboards, are painted a delicate shade of olive green, the color 
which is the least harmful to scholars’ eyes. The windows are 
very high, reaching almost to the ceiling, so as to give a maximum 
amount of light. The cornice and base boards are curved, after the 
manner of hospital finish, so that there may be a minimum amount 
of dust. Throughout the building, except as otherwise indicated, 
the interior finish is of brown ash and the floors are of maple. 

The vestibule, which one enters from the front door on the park- 
way, has a mosaic floor and marble stairs, and opens into an entrance 
hall in which are arranged pilasters and cornice of classic design. 
This portion of the building has been treated with rather more dec- 
orative effect than the other corridors, which are very simple. , 

Since the land upon which this building stands was bequeathed 
to the town by Nancy Symmes Howe in memory of her father, 
Zachariah Symmes, there will be placed in the entrance hall, between 
the vestibule and the first corridor, a bronze tablet to serve both as 
a memorial to Mr. Symmes and as a testimonial of the gratitude of 
the town to Mrs. Howe for her generous gift. 

On either side of the front door are the Superintendent’s and 
Principal’s offices, conveniently arranged with a view to easy access 
to the rest of the building. The master clock placed in the Princi- 
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pal’s office regulates all the schoolroom clocks, and here also is the 
telephone exchange affording communication with all parts of the 
building. 

On the second floor are four class rooms and two recitation rooms, 
corresponding to those on the first floor, also the library, a teachers’ 
room, and the assembly hall. 

The library is finished in quartered oak, treated after the manner 
of old English oak. This room will be one of the most satisfactory 
in the building, with its high dado and generous fireplace, and, when 
its bookcases are well filled, it ought to be very attractive both to 
teachers and to scholars. 

The assembly hall, two stories in height, has been treated in the 
classical style, in a simple quiet way. Large pilasters on every side’ 
support a dentilled cornice, and an ample stage on the side opposite 
the gallery forms the principal motive of the hall. The gallery, with 
its classical rail, opens directly from the third floor, and is provided 
with the necessary equipment for a stereopticon. The general color 
effect of the hall is soft grays and white. 

On the third floor are the physical and chemical laboratories, a 
science recitation room and other small rooms for work in physics 
and chemistry, a drawing room and alcove, a class room, and a small 
lecture hall which may be used as a class room. 

The heating plant is well adapted to the needs of the building. 
The fan system is used, the air being taken from outside the building 
into the cold air room ; from this point it passes through heated steam 
coils and is forced by the fan into the various rooms at a required 
temperature. The warmed air enters each room near the ceiling 
and the foul air is taken away by separate vent ducts near the floor. By 
the same system cool air is supplied in hot weather. This plant con- 
forms with the requirements of the State laws and regulations. ‘The 
plumbing is of first class character and its installation has been 
thoroughly supervised by Mr. D. W. Pratt. 

This building, of simple but rich and beautiful design, and con- 
tiining numerous features of high artistic merit, will not be complete 
uatil its rooms are adorned with appropriate works of art. We con- 
fidently anticipate that the generously disposed citizens of Winches- 
ter will not allow this want to remain long unsupplied,

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HiGH SCHOOL CouRSES OF STUDY. 


At the beginning of the present school year the revised High 
School courses of study went into effect, and they are here printed 
for general information. Attention is specially called to the follow- 
ing features: first, the arrangement of the studies in four courses, 
one of which, the Commercial, is an innovation which gives promise 
of the highest value and usefulness ; second, the provision respect- 
ing sixty-four diploma “credits” as a condition of graduation, irre- 
spective of any time requirement, though ordinarily this will ean 
four years; third, the transfer of the ninth grade from the High 
School to the Grammar School, to the great advantage both of the 
schools and of the pupils. 

The Commercial course, because of its recent introduction, de- 
serves a paragraph by itself. A certain proportion of High School 
pupils look forward to continuing their studies at higher institutions, 
such as colleges, technical schools, and normal schools; but fora 
large number the High School marks the end of formal education. It 
is a serious problem how to shape a course of study which shall be 
of the greatest possible value to this class of pupils. Within the 
last few years commercial courses have been established in High 
Schocls with an unusual measure of success. Before undertaking to 
introduce such a course here, the School Committee carefully studied 
the results elsewhere, realizing that the considerable expense accom- 
panying this instruction would not be warranted unless the returns 
should also be large. We believe that the course as laid out for the 
Winchester High School will justify itself, because it aims to provide 
as thorough preparation in bookkeeping, stenography and typewrit- 
ing as do the business colleges, and, in addition, it furnishes a good 
High School training in general education as well. That sucha 
course responds to an existing need may be inferred from the fact 
that, although it is not yet in full operation, since the fourth year 
studies are not given this year, it nevertheless includes nearly one- 
third of the membership of the entire school.

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HIGH SCHOOL COURSES. OF STUDY. 


DIRECTIONS. 


1. June Ist all pupils are requested to hand in their lists of stud- 
ies for the following year. In each of these lists the number of 
credits in the column marked “Diploma Value’ should equal six- 
TEEN Or more. . 

2. Permission to take studies amounting to less than thirteen 
credits in one year may be granted in certain cases by vote of the 
School Committee on recommendation of the Principal. 


3. Nochange of course or of studies will be allowed except 
for urgent reasons, and then only by permission of the School Com- 
mittee, and on the written request of the parent. 


4. The School Committee reserves the right to withdraw any 
subject elected by too few pupils to warrant forming a class. 


5. Instudies continuing more than one year, a course of less 
than two years will not be counted. This includes only those fol- 
lowed by Roman numerals, as Latin II, German I, etc. 

Portions of a year in a ONE-YEAR study will not be counted. 


6: Pupilswho intend to enter Harvard University are advised to © 
devote five years to preparation. 


7. The Principal will be in his office between the hours of 4-and 
© in the afternoon, on school days, from May 17 to May 31 for con- 
ference with pupils of the High School, and with any parents who 
may wish to consult him concerning the selection of. studies for the 
following school year. | 


GRADUATION AND PROMOTION OF PUPILS IN THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


1. Examinations in the High School are to be held quarterly. 


2. Examinations in any subject will be held but once during the 
quarter. . 

3. Pupils who are absent from an examination will be marked 
‘absent,’ and no special examination will be given thereafter. 

A pupil whose excuse for absence from an examination is satisfac- 
tory will receive a mark which is the average of the recitation and 
other examination marks during the year in the same study. 
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4. Examination, recitation and deportment marks will be 1, 2, 3, 
4,5. 1—excellent, 2—good, 3—passable, 4—poor, 5—very poor. 

5. No credit will be given in any study in which the pupil’s 
record for the year is below 3 (passable). 

6. Pupils who wish to receive a certificate for admission to col- 
lege, or permission to take preliminary examinations, must maintain 
an average standing of at least 2. | 

7. Good conduct will help a poor examination record, and bad 
conduct will hurt a Goop one! 


8. Diplomas will be given to those pupils who have successfully 
completed courses amounting to sixty-four (64) credits in the col- 
umn marked “Diploma Value.” 


9. Certificates, signed by the Superintendent and Principal, will 
be granted to pupils who have completed less than four years’ work. 


ScHooL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


During the past four years the Town has appropriated more than 
$150,000 for new school houses, and it had not been the intention 
of the School Committee to recommend any further expenditure for 
school accommodations at this time. The Board of Health,’ how- 
ever, has declared that: the sanitary conditions at the Highland 
school building are a menace to health, and in Dec., 1903, ordered 
connections made with the sewer. Ata special town meeting held 
Dec. 22 to act on this matter, it was voted inadvisable to lay out 
on the present building, at least at this season of the year, the con- 
siderable amount of money that would be required in order to ac- 
complish the desired results. We expect to present, at the annual 
town meeting in March, a special report on the general subject of 
school accommodations, including specific recommendations for the 
Highland district. . 


FINANCE. 


School expenses for the ensuing year will necessarily be consider- 
ably larger than ever before, for several reasons. At the new High 
School building provision must be made for heating and for janitor 
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service. A substantial increase is required for books and supplies, 
for which the expenditures during the past five years have remained 
practically constant at $3000, notwithstanding the large and rapid 
growth of the school population; the point has now been reached 
when extensive purchases must be made to meet immediate needs. 
Teachers’ salaries should be raised if we hope to maintain efficient 
schools; during the current year the school department has been 
exceptionally embarrassed by the keen competition that now prevails 
in the search for teachers of a high grade of ability. It will also be 
necessary to increase the teaching force on account of the larger 
number of scholars. 


Our estimate for the year 1904-1905 is as follows : 


Salaries, $39,800.00 
Books and supplies, 3,500.00 
Fuel, 4,500.00 
Transportation, 650.00 
Repairs, _ 1,200.00 
Incidentals, 1,500.00 

Total, $51,150.00 


We hope to have on hand, March 1, a balance of about $400.00. 
As the running expenses of the new High School building consti- 
tute an uncertain factor, since we are thus far without experience to 
guide us, we beg to suggest the desirability of carrying over to the 
next year such balance as we may have on hand March I, to provide 
against contingencies, and ask that the sum of $51,000 be appropri- 
ated for support of schools for the year 1904-1905. 

Unpaid bills Dec. 81, 1908, amounted to $189.74.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Winchester: 


GENTLEMEN—I beg leave to submit my second annual report, the 
twenty-first in the series of Superintendents’ reports to the School 
Committee of this town. 


During the past year I have visited the schools frequently, and 
have endeavored to give the help that seemed to be needed. Ithas 
been my purpose to encourage both teachers and pupils, to com- 
mend the good work found in the class-rooms, to point out kindly 
any faults that needed correction, and to suggest plans and methods 
that might be of service. I have tried to keep in mind that fault- 
finding is of little value unless accompanied by helpful and sympa- 
thetic suggestions. It is often the case that some teachers find it 
hard to give up old ways, and look askance at anything labelled new, 
but I have no hesitation in saying that we have a good corps of de- 
voted teachers, who give both time and strength without stint to 
their work. 

Special attention has been given, for the past few months, to read- 
ing, writing (including composition), spelling and arithmetic, while 
other subjects have not been neglected. In these subjects, progress 
has been made all along the line. The pupils of the lower grades 
_ are reading well. There has been a positive gain both in oral and 
in written English, and most of the teachers express themselves as 
encouraged over their work in spelling and arithmetic. All agree 
that there is still much room for improvement, and all are working 
with good courage and quiet determination to excel. 

The ninth grade, comprising about eighty pupils, is now included 
in the Grammar School. Besides the usual grammar school studies, 
the pupils of this grade take’ algebra, geometry and English literature. 
All of the work has been well done, and the pupils have shown un- 
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common interest init. A good ‘foundation will be laid for work 
which is to follow in the High School. Another year it may be pos- 
sible to add one more High School study to the ninth grade work, 
but such additions will be made only when the pupils are ready to 
undertake them. At present our ninth grade is well equipped with 
teachers who are able to take charge of the advanced studies. 


THE HicH SCHOOL. 


When the schools were organized in September, 19038, it was 
found necessary to crowd three sixth-grade classes into the old High 
School building. This left scant accommodations for the High 
School proper, but the inconvenience has been borne cheerfully, and 
most of the work has been carried on without interruption. The 
new course of study, with its fixed standard for graduation, seems to 
have infused new life into the school. The number of years required 
for the completion of the course is now determined by the pupils 
themselves, who graduate from the school whenever a prescribed 
amount of work has been well done. . 

The new Commercial course has proved its value by the interest 
aroused in the students who are taking it. Thus far the work has 
been done under great difficulties in consequence of a lack of room, 
to which allusion has already been made ; but it has been well begun, 
and bids fair to become a popular course for all pupils who are not 
intending to go to college. At present there are over sixty pupils 
taking this work. 

The course includes the following commercial subjects: penman- 
ship and composition, commercial arithmetic, commercial geography, 
bookkeeping, stenography, typewriting and commercial law. ‘The 
aim of the course is to give not merely training for business pursuits 
but also a High School education. ‘The usual course in a business 
college is so short that pupils must confine themselves quite strictly 
to commercial subjects, to the neglect of the general education given 
in a High School. In our new High School there will be ample room 
and unusual facilities for carrying on all departments of commercial 
work. 
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WorK OF THE LOWER GRADES. 


Reading, spelling, writing, and the simple rules of arithmetic are 
usually classed as educational ‘“tools,’’ because every pupil must be 
provided with these accomplishments before he: is able to carry on 
his work in any of the usual school studies. In the lower grades of 
our schools, therefore, much attention has been given to these funda- 
mental subjects lest the child’s lack of equipment of tools would 
practically hinder all progress towards even a common school educa- 
tion. It should be added, however, that all school studies, if pro- 
perly taught, are “tools,” and assist in different ways the work of 
succeeding grades. 

Geography and history are usually classed ‘as ‘‘ information stud- 
ies.” ‘They are, perhaps, the best examples of information studies 
in the lower schools. One object to be gained from these studies, 
aside from the information which such studies give, is the creation 
of a real interest in the geography of a country as connected with 
its history, or in its history as growing out of its geography, and thus 
leading the pupil, through his skill in reading, to inform himself 
upon all matters connected with these subjects. The teacher’s fit- 
ness for this work will be shown by the skill evinced in creating in 
the minds of his pupils a desire for information. Much information 
doubtless will be given in class while this training is going on, but 
the wise teacher looks mainly to the future manhood or womanhood 
of his pupils for the completion of his work. 

In advanced arithmetic, algebra, geometry, natural history and 
grammar, we have studies in which our principal object, as teachers, 
is to train pupils in logical thinking. All studies require thinking, 
but some studies give training in logical thinking, or reasoning. In 
arithmetic we are not so much teaching children to do problems as 
giving them such training as will make them skillful in grappling with 
all problems. ‘The child should solve his problem not by recalling 
some rule that he has previously learned, and then applying it to the 
solution of the problem in hand, but by first studying the conditions 
of his question, then the result to be reached, and finally, the steps 
necessary to reach the result. 

In grammar his work does not consist in learning definitions and 
rules; he studies the structure of sentences just as he would study 
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the structure of his bicycle; he takes the sentences apart, studies 
the parts to learn their uses, and then puts the parts together to find 
out how sentences are constructed—which is what we mean by 
grammar. 

In nature-study, the teacher leads the pupil to study the parts of 
a flower, a plant, an animal, to learn the uses of each part, to com- 
pare the parts of one with the corresponding parts of another, to 
note likenesses and variations, and finally to draw his own conclu- 
sions from his own investigations. 

Such study does not cram the minds of children with a mass of 
undigested facts, but it feeds the mind, daily and hourly, with well- 
earned bits of knowledge easily assimilated because properly pre- 
pared for mental digestion. 

Another part of our school work, sometimes classed as ‘“‘prepara- 
tion for citizenship,” deserves .a word of comment. Children are 
sent to school not only that they may receive training which will fit 
them to undertake, intelligently, the various duties which are likely 
to fall to their lot, but also that they may receive such instruction 
and training as will make them honest, truthful, industrious, and 
useful citizens. Without such training, their knowledge of reading, 
writing, history and school studies in general, is of little worth. Our 
teachers, it seems to me, are, to the extent of their ability, exercis- 
ing a wholesome influence over their pupils; they are very general- 
ly acting the part of wise parents, and doing everything in their 
power to give the children such training as will make of them 
worthy citizens. 

It is a pleasure to report not only the general good work of our 
teachers, but also the generous support and kind words of apprecia- 
tion of the fathers and mothers of our pupils. Harsh criticism is 
conspicuous by its absence; scarcely a word of fault-finding has 
reached me during the year. Kindly criticism is always welcome, 
and we all, I am sure, pledge ourselves to do everything in our 
power to satisfy the reasonable wishes of the patrons of the schools. 
Our schools are not as good as they should be, nor as good as they 
may be. 

All teachers are not equally skillful in their teaching, nor are all 
equally judicious in their management of children. Our teachers’ 
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meetings are given to the careful discussion of the merits and de- 
fects of the schools as observed by the Superintendent in his daily 
visits, and to suggestions of ways and means of strengthening the 
weak places in methods of teaching and discipline. But it must be 
remembered that changes in methods of teaching are not easily 
made, nor are faults in administration easily corrected. Most of 
our schools are good, while some are excellent. The best results 
will come when the town makes generous provision for the mainte- 
nance of the schools, when the administration of school affairs is 
wise and skillful, and when none but the best teachers are employed. 
If these three conditions are secured, we may confidently expect 
the Winchester schools to stand among the best. 


GENERAL READING. 


An effort has been made, in all the schools, to interest the child- 
ren in the reading of good books. ‘The progress thus far has been 
slow because we have been unable to furnish suitable books in suffi- 
cient numbers to carry out our plans. In the spring of 1904 these 
books will doubtless be supplied, and the work will be carried on 
more successfully. ‘The plan is to furnish each grade from IV to IX 
inclusive, during the coming year, with full sets of books to be read 
either at home or in school, but in either case, under the direction 
of the teachers. Only one “reading hour’ per week will be given 
in class, and the number of pages read by the pupils will be limited. 
During the ‘reading hour’’ the pupils will be allowed to discuss free- 
ly the contents of the pages read, to tell the story, to criticise the 
characters and the plot, and to give reasons why the work of the 
author is satisfactory or otherwise. ‘The interest of a whole class 
can thus be concentrated upon one book, and a love for good read- 
ing aroused which would otherwise be impossible. 

It is the purpose ultimately to have the pupils in each of the 
grades from IV to IX read carefully three good books, prescribed 
by the School Board, before entering the next grade above, or eight- 
een books during the grammar school period. ‘There seems to be 
no good reason why the careful reading of a few excellent books in 
each grade should not be required, as well as a definite amount of 
geography, history, or arithmetic, Work of the kind suggested, 
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when carefully directed by an accomplished teacher, who is himself 
a lover of good literature, cannot fail to lay a good foundation for 
future reading of the most profitable kind. It surely should create 
a taste for good reading which would go far towards creating a dis- 
taste for books which are colorless if not pernicious. 

Our list of books for the present year is given below, and a be- 
ginning has been made which is at least encouraging. The list will 
be enlarged next year:

COLLATERAL Books. 


The classes in these grades are also abundantly supplied with col- 
lateral reading for the purpose of supplementing the text-books in 
geography, history, and nature-study. The use of collateral books is 
encouraged because children should learn how to use them in veri- 
fying statements in regular text-books, and in gaining additional in- 
formation which will add interest to the study in hand. To know 
how to find information in books is often of more value than the 
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information itself. A good teacher whose room is well supplied with 
collateral books may, in a year, give such training to a bright class 
of pupils as will make of them intelligent patrons of the public 
library.. The library will be to them something more than the repos- 
itory of mere story books. There are few things that boys and girls 
like better than to learn something of real worth, and when they 
have once learned how, readily, to gather information from books, 
the library becomes to them of great interest, and an important fac- 
tor in their education. | 


MoRAL TRAINING. 


A mistake is often made in assuming that what’ pupils most need 
is the kind of information which is bound up in books. It is true 
that pupils need information, and that well-informed men and women — 
are more likely to succeed in any sphere of life than those who have 
a limited equipment of useful knowledge. It is true that books are 
necessary, and contain a vast amount of useful information which we 
all need. But what children most need is (1) the elements of sound 
character ; namely, honesty of purpose, indefatigable industry, and a 
will to.do what they know to be right; and (2) they need a clear 
understanding of the fact that an education is of value only as it 
enables them to do their share of the world’s work. Mere knowledge 
is of little worth; but what one gains from hard work, even from 
books, gives just the preparation needed to make his life truly suc- 
cessful. Most of the successful men we know have achieved success 
by long hours of hard work. 

The value of independent effort should be kept constantly in 
mind by teachers of all grades. Pupils should be encouraged to 
assume the responsibility for their own conduct, as well as for the 
faithful performance of every school duty. Every effort should be made 
to inculcate absolute honesty of purpose, truthfulness, sincerity, and 
industry. It should be possible in the upper grades, and especially 
in the High School, to appeal to higher motives than in the grades 
below. Good behavior should be the natural outgrowth of right 
principle, and fear of punishment in any form should find no place 
in the heart of a High School pupil. 
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It gives me great pleasure to bear testimony to the uniform 
good conduct of the pupils in our schools. It is always a pleasure 
to visit the classes and watch the work going on. Very few cases of 
misconduct have been reported to me during the year; the discipline 
of the schools is, for the most part, excellent, and a good spirit is 
manifested in all the classes. ‘Teachers should remember, however, 
that moral training must not be confined to the school room; it 
should reach into the street, and even into the homes, so that teach- 
ers and parents may work together for the good of the children. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The new High School house is nearly finished, and the pupils of 
the present senior class will doubtless have the honor of being the 
first to finish their course in the new building. Three rooms in the 
old High School building are already occupied by classes belonging 
to Grade VI. Two of these classes were withdrawn from the Wadleigh 
School to make room for the ninth grade, and the other was taken 
mainly from the Washington School. We still have in the Wyman 
School about twenty pupils belonging to Grade VI, but next year all 
pupils of this grade will be put into the old High School building. 

In the northern part of the town the schools are still crowded, 
notwithstanding various transfers that have been made. With the 
occupancy of the new High School building it is possible that some 
pupils from this section may be accommodated at the old High School 
building, while the projected removal of certain industries from the 
town may afford additional relief. The whole question of school 
accommodations, including the problem of the Highland School, will 
probably be the subject of a special report by the School Committee 
at the annual town meeting in March. 

For the pupils residing in other parts of the town, we have ample 
room for some time to come. ‘The classes are not overcrowded, and 
we still have one vacant room at the Mystic. 


PROMOTIONS. 


While there are some children in all grades who are pushed for- 
ward too rapidly, there are others who would be benefitted by 
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promoting them to classes where hard work would be a necessity. 
Many of the latter children are bright, and intellectually mature, but 
their interests are in matters extraneous to the school. ‘The teacher 
often thinks them dull, phlegmatic, not to say lazy. On the sfreet 
and on the field of sports they measure themselves with children far 
in advance of them in the grades, but scarcely equal in physical 
prowess or in comprehension of the points of a game. Promotion 
to a higher grade is often needed to stimulate their intellectual forces, 
and to give opportunity for competition with children whom they 
consider their equals. 

Another class of pupils should receive careful attention from 
their teachers. I refer to the nervous, quick-witted, restless, un- 
easy boys and girls who can maintain a fair rank with their fellows 
in the class, and yet find time to play with their neighbors, and 
make life burdensome to their teachers. Such children need more 
work, especially work with their hands. They should be promoted 
to a higher grade, and if possible, given extra time in the manual 
training department. i 

This line of thought leads directly to a consideration of the 
organization of classes for the purposes of 


RECITATION. 


In classes of forty or fifty pupils there is great danger lest many 
bright pupils will be kept “‘ marking time”’ while their slower, and 
perhaps duller, associates are struggling to do the prescribed work in 
one or more of the daily lessons. It does not seem to dawn upon 
the minds of some teachers that every pupil, whether bright or dull, 
has a right to a fair chance, and that one who has covered with 
sufficient thoroughness the prescribed work of his class, does not 
have a fair chance if held back by associates who need more time 
to reach the standard from which a general advance may be made. 

Most teachers acknowledge the truth of the statement, but at the 
same time object to any change of organization whereby the pupils 
will be arranged in smaller groups, on the plea that it is difficult to 
carry on a larger number of recitations. But is this a real difficulty, 
or is it only a magnified bogy floating in the imagination? Do the 
bright pupils need to spend so large a part of their time in recita- 
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tion? Could not “rer time be spent more profitably with their ° 
books, pushing ahead, meeting and overcoming difficulties without 
the help of teacher or other pupils? Is it not advection rather than 
recitation that such pupils need ? 

I would not underrate the value of a recitation that stimulates 
thought, marks out lines of future study, directs attention to books 
that will give necessary information, imparts instruction gained by | 
the teacher from sources nt accessible to children, and directs the 
thought into new and untried channels, but I do object to long 
periods given to questions and answers when the only reason for 
such recitation is “to find out whether the children have learned 
their lessons.’ Pity that a machine could not be invented to do 
that part of the work! | 

Bright, quick, ambitious children should not be compelled to keep 
an intellectual lock-step with their slower companions, but they 
should form groups by themselves, and push on to the extent of 
their ability. Let the recitation be fitted to the needs of the pupil. 
The school should give every child a fair chance. 


KINDERGARTENS. 


We now have three Kindergartens, namely, one in the Washington 
district, one in the Wyman, and one in the Wadleigh. All are~ 
small, the largest being in the Wyman district with less than forty 
pupils, and the smallest in the Wadleigh with less than twenty-five. 

The value of Kindergarten training is evidently not fully appre- 
ciated in all parts of our town. ‘To many it seems little more than 
organized play. To others the kindergarten is a convenient asylum 
for the safe keeping of children when under the primary school age. 
As soon as the children of the latter class are five years old, they 
are sent forward by their parents to the primary school regardless of 
the development which fits them for learning to read and to write, 
the principal object being to have the little ones well cared for dur- 
ing five hours of the day instead of three. Many children thus find 
a place in the first grade of our primary schools who are unable to 
do the work required. | 

Through the senses the little child comes in contact with, and 
becomes conscious of, the outside world, and this consciousness be- 
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comes the foundation of his thinking. In the kindergarten he is 
trained to use his senses in acquiring a knowledge of things, and 
then to express his knowledge in a variety of ways, sometimes 
simply by telling his teacher of what he has been thinking, some- 
times by simple drawings on the board, sometimes by bodily actions, 
and sometimes by the work of his hands on the table before him. 
For three hours in the day, but with frequent interruptions and 
changes, his work and his play are mildly stimulating his thoughts, 
and laying a good foundation for the primary and grammar school 
training. Froebel tells us that correct perception is a preparation 
for correct knowing and thinking. So, in the kindergarten, much 
time is given to exercises which insure clear perceptions of form, 
size, weight, and direction, which in turn will insure correct think- 
ing, and ‘finally right action. 

One of the best features of the kindergarten is the moral training 
which runs through all the work and play of the children. The 
most careful attention is given, by all good kindergartners, to little 
acts of courtesy which have their foundation in kindness, and which 
stimulate a love for one’s neighbor, repress selfishness in all its 
forms, and prompt the little ones to live the Golden Rule. Much 
of the kindergarten spirit is now found in the schools above, but 
aside from the fact that impressions are more easily made on the 
minds and hearts of children of the kindergarten age, there are 
difficulties in the grades above that make this work less successful. 
The large classes with no assistance for the teacher, the longer 
hours, the fixed programme, the preparation for promotion, all these 
are obstacles that hinder to a considerable degree the spontaneity of 
the grade teacher. We sometimes complain that they do so little, 
but it seems to me a matter for congratulation that they accom- 
plish so much. 


NATURE STUDY AND DRAWING. 


The work in Nature Study is making progress in all of the schools 
under the direction of Miss Steinberg. ‘The lessons are so arranged 
that the plants, flowers, fruits, insects and birds are studied, each 
in its season, when specimens can be easily found. Drawing is 
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correlated with the Nature Study, adding interest and real value to 
the work. The observation work gives subject matter for the 
language, both oral and written, in the lower grades. 
Grade meetings are held at intervals, giving opportunities for 
teachers to do the work required of the children, and to make 
preparation for giving the lessons to their own pupils. 


Music. 


The indefatigable work of our Music teacher, Mr. Makechnie, is 
producing good results in all the schools. The singing in the High 
School is especially good, and a very large number of the pupils are 
interested in the subject. In the Wadleigh School the lack of an 
assembly hall prevents massing the pupils for singing, and detracts 
much from the effectiveness of the exercise. Mr. Makechnie is thor- 
oughly in earnest, and leaves no stone unturned in his efforts to 
elevate the standard of music in our schools. 


SLOYD. 


Our teacher of Sloyd, Miss Frances E. Daley, writes me as follows 
concerning her work: 


“The Courses in Sloyd used in the Winchester schools were 
planned by Mr. Gustaf Larsson, Principal of the Sloyd Normal Train- — 
ing School, Boston, Mass. ‘These courses are taken by the boys in 
Grades VI, VII, VIII, and 1X. The classes in Grade VI are given 
but one hour per week, but those in the three grades above are given 
two hours. ‘This arrangement was made because there are not 
enough hours in the week to permit a full two-hour lesson to all 
classes in the four grades. _ 

“Working drawings are made by the pupils in the class-room be- 
fore the bench-work is undertaken in the Sloyd room. Some origi- 
nal work is done in the higher grades, and a few of the articles are 
decorated by carving and pyrography.” ae 

The Superintendent will take the liberty of adding to this report 
that the Sloyd work is exceedingly well done, and that very great 
interest is taken in it by all the boys. It is certainly unfortunate, 
to say the least, that the girls cannot take part in this work. While 
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the boys of a class are engaged in the Sloyd room, the girls are tak- 
ing their lesson in Sewing. 


SEWING. 


It has been the object of Mrs. Holcombe, the teacher of sewing, 
to arrange the work of the classes in a graded course, following 
which the pupils may learn in three years all the stitches and 
processes used in making plain garments. ‘This course includes 
button-hole making, patching, and all kinds of darning, as well as 
cutting of patterns. The work is so arranged that promotion from 
one grade to the next higher insures a specified amount of sewing 
satisfactorily done. Mrs. Holcombe aims to interest the children in 
their sewing, and to stimulate their pride in work well done. 

Judging from the finished work that I have seen, and the interest 
whieh the girls take in the class lessons, I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that the sewing in our schools is in a very satisfactory condition: 


SALARIES OF ‘TEACHERS. 


Of the $45,000 appropriated by the town for school purposes, 
about $36,000 goes to the payment of salaries. The remaining 
$9000 must pay for all repairs on school houses, for fuel, books and 
supplies, including school furniture, globes, maps, charts, physical 
and chemical apparatus, for the transportation of children, and for 
incidental expenses too numerous to mention. And yet, notwith- 
standing this large expenditure for salaries, the pay of the teachers 
of this town is so low that we are in constant danger of losing some 
of our best ones because other towns and cities in our neighborhood 
offer superior inducements for their services. Since my last report, 
one of our best teachers has resigned because a neighboring city 
offered her a hundred dollars per year more than our maximum sal- 
ary for the grade. Another was offered a position with a considera- 
ble increase in salary, but chose to remain with us, though she loses 
one hundred dollars per year by so doing. Still another was elected 
principal of a large school in a city near Boston, but decided to re- 
main here, though at a loss of two hundred dollars per year. 

I cite these instances to show the danger with which our schools 
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are menaced. A town may have good schools if housed in poor 
buildings, but good schools are impossible without good teachers. 
It is a shortsighted policy to build costly school houses, equip them 
with modern furniture, introduce the most modern improvements in 
heating, ventilating and sanitation, and then permit neighboring 
towns and cities to pick off our ablest teachers because we are una- 
ble to pay the one or two hundred dollars advance salary necessary 
to keep them. I believe most heartily in good school buildings’ 
thoroughly equipped with modern improvements, with school rooms 
handsomely furnished with desks, tables, and book cases, and walls 
decorated with beautiful pictures. Such surroundings have a refin- 
ing influence upon the minds and hearts of our children; but, after 
all, it is the teacher who molds the character of the child, and, ina 
large measure, shapes his future. The people of this community 
owe it to their children to make generous provision for the payment 
of salaries which will insure to every class of pupils in the town a 
teacher thoroughly competent for the work committed to his charge. 
It is the duty of the School Committee and Superintendent to see 
that the town’s appropriation for schools is wisely spent, and that the 
most rigid economy is practised in every department of school work. 
It is not likely that an intelligent community like ours will, on the 
plea of economy, make it a part of the duty of their School Com- 

mittee and Superintendent to hire poor teachers because the town is | 
unable to pay for good ones.

Estimating the valuation for 1903 at $9,650,000, an in- 
crease of about $100,000 over the year 1902, and the receipts 
from polls at $4000, the tax rate, if the appropriations rec- 
ommended above are made, will be about $15.70 per thousand. 
The rate for 1902 was $15.80 per thousand. 

At a valuation of $9,650,000 every ten thousand dollars 
raised means about $1.04 on the tax rate, or a little more than 
ten cents per thousand dollars.
